T is not necessary to enter into the question as to whether the par- 

ticular season observed in honor of the birth of Jesus falls at the 
right time of the year, to assert that no other season or observance 
better serves to emphasize the essential and irreconcilable conflict 
between Christian faith and religious Modernism. 


Neither is it needful to accept or 
condone the paganistic fancies which 
have grown up about the celebration 
of the Savior’s birth to recognize that 
the field, encumbered as it is with the 
accumulations of the centuries, is the 
scene of one of the major battles of the 
end-time struggle between faith and 
skepticism. 

Strip Christmas of the pagan aspects 
which it has acquired through the 
years, eliminate the argument as to the 
proper date for its observance, and the 
essential thing which remains is the 
Virgin Birth. 

The conflict between belief, on 
one hand, and irreverent jeering 
agnosticism, on the other, turns 
on this fundamental thing: that 
the Man called Jesus of Nazareth 
was born of the Virgin Mary. 


Virgin Birth Defined 

The position of believers on _ this 
point is very clear. They are in agree- 
ment that the entrance of their Lord 
into the experiences of physical exist- 
ence, “in the likeness of men”, was 
by means of a birth; that He was “born 
of a woman” without the agency of an 
earthly or human father; that the 
Child was conceived in the womb of 
Mary through the agency of the Holy 
Spirit; that Joseph, who later became 
the father of other children by Mary 
in the sacred relation of marriage, was 
NOT the father of Jesus. 


In short, the position of Bible believ- 
ers is that Jesus Christ was born to a 
woman who did not enter into the re- 
lation by which human life is reproduc- 
ed, with any man, either within or out- 
side of the sanctity of marriage, until 
after the birth of Jesus. 

By Virgin Birth much more is 
meant than the miraculous ele- 
ment involved in the births of 





The Gospel Record 

Historically, two of the biographers 
of Jesus set in order the facts pertain- 
ing to His Virgin Birth, No more 
beautiful or reverent record is to be 
found in all literature than that con- 
tained in the opening chapters of Luke. 
The Angel of God visited Mary, of 
whom it is expressly stated that she 
was a VIRGIN, and announced that 
she, of all women upon earth, had been 
selected as the one through whom the 
long promised Deliverer was to be born. 


Humbly and _ submissively, Mary 
made the natural inquiry, “How shall 
this be, seeing that I know not a man?” 
The reply of the Angel Gabriel is sig- 
nificant in the extreme. “The Holy 
Spirit shall come upon thee, and the 
power of the Most High shall oversha- 
dow thee: WHEREFORE ALSO THE 
HOLY THING WHICH IS BEGOT- 
TEN SHALL BE CALLED THE SON 
OF GOD”, 


Matthew’s account of the nativity 
places the Virgin Birth in the position 
of central importance. He asserts in 
positive language that before Joseph 
and Mary “came together she was 
found with CHILD OF THE HOLY 
SPIRIT”. He then reports the prob- 
lem which confronted Joseph, to whom 
Mary was betrothed, and the settlement 
of his perplexity by the appearance of 
God’s angel, who gave him such as- 
surances of the innocence and purity 
of Mary that he turned aside from his 
intention of privately breaking the be- 
trothal and took her as his wife, biding 
his time in peace, having reverence and 
respect for her God-appointed mission. 


The reality of this angelic visitation 
is underscored by the fact that it was 
Joseph himself who gave the name of 
Jesus to the Child. This, it is to be re- 
membered, was the name commanded 





by the angel. 


Louis Matthews Sweet, writing in the 
International Standard Bible Encyclo- 
pedia, says: “Virgin-birth is the cor- 
rect and only correct designation of 
the birth statement contained in the 
Gospels of Matthew and Luke”. 


Modern Sadducees 


This is the teaching which the Liber- 
al religionists, in true Sadducean fash- 
ion, deny. 


One of the noted skeptics of a few 
generations ago accused the biograph- 
ers of Jesus of inventing the story of 
the Virgin Birth and the journey to 
Bethlehem to cover up the supposed 
shame of Mary in Nazareth, where, he 
said, she gave birth to the child of 
some un-named libertine. 


It is with such blatant, irreverent, 
blasphemous and outright atheism that 
the Modernists of the present day have 
their true spiritual affinity! 


A preacher in Wisconsin, in conver- 
sation at a meeting of Ministers, said, 
“Jesus was the illegitimate son of the 
adulteress Mary”. Asked if he deliv- 
ered himself of such teaching in his 
pulpit, he replied that his people were 
not yet able to bear it. 


Schooled in the subtleties and arts of 
diplomacy, not all Modernists are as 
straight-forward in their repudiation of 
the Biblical record.

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Communists Lie Like Cretians

erPHE CRETIANS are always 
liars, evil beasts, slow bel- 
lies.” Titus 1:12. 


Crete is a narrow island in the Med- 
iterranean, midway between Italy and 
Palestine. It measures about 150 miles 
in length. Being mountainous, its 
highest and most famous peak is 
Mount Ida. 


According to the twenty-seventh 
chapter of Acts, the vessel that carried 
the Apostle Paul toward Rome, skirt- 
ed the southern coasts of Crete for a 
considerable distance. There are sev- 
eral references to Crete in the New 
Testament. 


In ancient times, the Cretians were 
famous as good sailors and possessed 
great skill at archery. They were ex- 
perts in the technique of ambushing. 
They also had the reputation of being 
absolute liars. 


The classics abound with allusions 
to their untruthfulness. Thus it came 
to be said that a person who habitually 
peddles falsehoods, “lies like a Cre- 
tian”. 

The People’s Bible Encyclopedia says 
that the term “liar” was “So frequent- 
ly applied to them that Kray-tidz-ein, 
meaning ‘to act the Cretian’, became a 
synonym to ‘play the liar’.” 

No word in Holy Writ better des- 
cribes the modern Communist propa- 
gandist than the term Cretian. Red 
agitators and organizers are _ essen- 
tially liars! They can voice a lie with 
the same earnestness that a Christian 
tells the truth. Lying is their busi- 
ness. They have it reduced to a 
science. 


As Christians seek to maintain stan- 
dards of truth, Com- 


and the lusts of your father ye will do. 
He was a murderer from the beginning 
and abode not in the truth, because 
there is no truth in him. When he 
speaketh a lie, he speaketh of his own; 
for he is a liar, and the father of it.” 


No Standard of Truth 


Atheism is the official religion of 
Communism. Truth, on the other hand, 
originates in God. Since the Reds, in 
their blindness and carnal depravity, 
refuse to admit the existence of a Su- 
preme Being, one would naturally ex- 
pect them to be devoid of the truth 
consciousness. 


The official attitude of Communism 
toward God and religion, was explain- 
ed as far back as 1931 when William 
Z. Foster testified before the United 
States Congressional Committee head- 
ed by Hamilton Fish, Jr. Mr. Fos- 
ter was a former candidate for presi- 
dent on the Communist ticket. The 
following testimony is taken from the 
Congressional Record: 


The CHAIRMAN. Does your party 
advocate the abolition and destruction 
of religious beliefs? 


Mr. FOSTER. Our party considers 
religion to be the opium of the people, 
as Karl Marx stated, and we carry on 
propaganda for the liquidation of these 
prejudices amongst the workers. 


The Chairman. To be a member of 
the Communist Party, do you have to 
be an atheist? 


Mr. Foster. In order to be — there 
is no formal requirement to this ef- 
fect. Many workers join the Com- 
munist Party who still have some re- 
ligious scruples, or religious ideas; but 
a worker who will join the Communist 
Party, who understands the elementary 


principles of the Communist Party, 
must necessarily be in the process of 
liquidating his religious beliefs and, 
if he still has any lingerings when he 
joins the party, he will soon get rid 
of them. But religion, that is, athe- 
ism, is not laid down as a formal re- 
quirement for membership in the Com- 
munist Party. 


The Chairman. Have you been to 
Russia? 


Mr. Foster. Yes. Eight or nine times. 


. The Chairman. You are familiar, 
then, with the workings of the Com- 
munist Party in Russia? 


Mr. Foster. Reasonably. 


The Chairman. Well, can members 
of the Communist Party in Russia be 
married in the church and maintain 
religious beliefs of that nature, and 
practice them? 


Mr. Foster. My opinion is that a 
member of the Communist Party of 
the Soviet Union who would be mar- 
ried in a church would not be of any 
value to the Communist Party. 


_The Chairman. Could he maintain 
his membership in the party? 


Mr. Foster. He would not. 


The Chairman. He would be put out 
of the party? 


Mr. Foster. Eventually, if not for 
that specific act. 


The Chairman. Would it not be the 
same in this country? 


Mr. Foster. As I stated before, work- 
ers who would be so imbued with re- 
ligious superstitions that they would 
be married in a church would be of no 
value to the Communist Party.

In their hysteria, Red propagan- 
dists are becoming so prolific and 
unreasonable in their lying, that 
even their own followers are be- 
coming disgusted.

charges and inferences set forth by 
Hie.

“If there has been $2,500,000 spent 
in the United States by the German 
government, we haven’t received a 
dime of it. We would consider an of- 
fer of favors or finances from a fo- 
reign government in exchange for the 
use of our editorial columns in their 
behalf, in the light of a direct insult 
to our loyalty to the constitutional 
form of government of our own United 
States of America.

“The National Republic and myself, 
as Managing Editor, hold that it is 
wrong for any foreign government, 
nationals or agents of same, to be per- 
mitted to organize in the United 
States; that propaganda, organization 
and agitation for a change in our form 
of government to any alien form of 
government is treason, and that those 
active along such lines should be pro- 
secuted.” 


“Confusing Dialectics” 

Another member of the group of 
patriots whom Spivak attempted to 
slander in his Boston diatribe was Mr. 
Harry Jung of Chicago — a man who 
is probably more feared by the Com- 
munists of the United States, than any 
other single individual. When the 
Wichita Beacon published ' Spivak’s 
abominable falsehoods, Mr. Jung sent 
the following letter to the editor: 


“I demand an immediate retraction 
of the canard printed in bold type, in 
your October 13 issue... . 


“The truth isn’t in Spivak — never 
has been and never can be; he’s a 
Communist muckraker and forced him- 
= into the present situation at Bos- 
on. 

“The Associated Press at least had 
the common sense to protect itself by 
carrying my denial right in the ori- 
ginal story. The law does not absolve 
the indirect disseminator of libel and 
falsehood. 


“Nazism and Fascism would be non- 
existent if it were not for Communism. 


“It has become an unAmerican trait 
of yellow journalists to take the unsup- 
ported word of some moron, that pat- 
riots, who are fighting Communism, 
are either Nazi or Fascist adherents 
and sympathizers. The policy of all 
Communists is to label their opponents, 
as Fascists or Nazi agents, because 
they realize gullible, uninformed, trust- 
ing people, despise all foreign ‘isms’, 
but, unfortunately, fail to penetrate 
the motive of the Communists in rais- 
ing these issues, through their revo- 
lutionary and confusing dialectics.”

Chaillaux, of the National Headquar- 
ters of the American Legion.

There are 27,000,000 boys and girls 
in the United States who never dark- 
en the door of a church or Sunday 
School. 


Crime Increasing 


Crime has increased 85 per cent dur- 
ing the past ten years. J. Edgar Hoo- 
ver estimates that crime costs the peo- 
ple of the United States $15,000,000,- 
000 annually. 


Since 1912 the American prison pop- 
ulation has increased from 160,000 to 
500,000. More than one million major 
crimes are committed in the United 
States every year and there have been 
250,000 murders in this Country since 
the beginning of the century. 


Experts estimate that one half of 
the adult population of the United 
States are gamblers and that they bet 
five billion dollars a year. 


The illegal traffic in drugs amounts 
to more than two billions of dollars a 
year. In Chinatown, New York City, 
Federal agents recently confiscated 2,- 
500,000 “Pink Pills” which were to 
have been sold to children to give the ° 
the “dope” habit. 


Smoking, A Sex Sin 


Cigaret smoking is the outstanding 
sex sin of the United States. Sucking 
on a cigaret produces a sensation that 
stimulates the baser instincts of the 
smoker and eventually leads to moral 
obliquity. There is a definite connec- 
tion between the increase in the use of 
tobacco and the increase of crime, 
broken lives, and blasted homes. 


The people of the United States 
spend $3,000,000,000 annually for to- 
bacco, or approximately $2,750,000 each 
day. In 1935, we are told that 133,- 
000,000,000 cigarets were produced, 
this being forty-four times the number 
manufactured in 1902. 


Laid end to end the cigarets smok- 
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ed in 1935 would extend for 6,300,00 
miles and would encircle the globe at 
the equator, 252 times. 


Dr. Charles L. Barber recently said 
before the American Association for 
Medico-Physical Research: 


“A baby born of a_cigarette- 
smoking mother is sick. It is 
poisoned, and may die within two 
weeks of birth. The post-mortem 
shows degeneration of the liver, 
heart, and other organs. Sixty 
per cent of all babies born of mo- 
thers who are habitual cigaret 
smokers die before they are two 
years old.” 


Mortality due to diseases of the ar- 
teries has increased 663 per cent in the 
past fifty years according to Dr. Ha- 
ven Emerson of the Columbia Univer- 
sity. The use of tobacco is an im- 
portant factor in these statistics. 


Dr. William J. Mayo recently said 
before a group of surgeons: “Gentle- 
men; it is customary, as we all know, 
to pass around cigars after dinner; 
but I shall not do it. I do not smoke, 
and I do not approve of smoking. If 
you will notice, you will see that the 
practice is going out among the abl- 
est surgeons, the men at the top. No 
surgeon can afford to smoke.” 


Since 1932 the sale of whiskey has 
increased 248 per cent and the sale of 
beer 317 per cent. The womanhood of 
our time has become enslaved to the 
curse of the drink habit. They will 
produce an offspring of physical, men- 
tal, moral, and spiritual degenerates 
who will drag our nation down into the 
mire and wreck it-upon the shoals of 
lawlessness. 


War Preparations 


Man has made great progress in the 
realm of science but in future wars 
scientific knowledge plus mechanical 
ingenuity will threaten the very exis- 
tence of the human race. 


“The most appalling weapon of war 
ever devised by man, defying all de- 
fense and raining merciless death from 
the skies, is now being forged in secret 
in England,” according to the London 
Daily Mail. 


“This new war terror is a giant air- 
plane torpedo operating without a 
crew, its engine and course controlled 
by clockwork, and its hull a mere re- 
ceptacle for bombs. The clock work 
control is set beforehand to operate at 
a certain moment and a specific place. 
On arriving at the appointed moment, 
the engine stops and the whole ma- 
chine with its deadly load crashes to 
the ground.” 


An Associated Press dispatch reports 
an invention made by Lester P. Barlow 
of Stamford, Connecticut, which will 
destroy cities or armies a thousand 
miles away. “He said existing me- 
thods of warfare, such as heavy-ar- 
moured battle-ships, would be of no 
avail against the weapon, which would 
place its-possessor in undisputed com- 
mand of military affairs.” 


The Japanese have perfected a tor- 
pedo which is guided by a human oc- 
cupant who of course, is killed when 
the torpedo strikes its target. By means 
of this deadly instrument, every tor- 


pedo destroys a ship and the ships of 
the seven seas could be destroyed in 
short order unless some method of de- 
fense can be found against this new 
terror. 


Deadly gases which will penetrate 
any gas mask and phosphorous that 
will burn the flesh to the bone almost 
instantaneously are being made ready 
for the next war. Clothing and gas 
masks will afford no protection. More 
than 1,000 kinds of poison gases are 
now being manufactured. 


British scientists are experimenting 
with a “life-death” ray, “capable of 
projecting bacteria emanations which 
will destroy humans, animals, and 
crops”. . 

In The Dawn, August 15, 1936 we 
read, “The possibilities of the future 
far exceed the violence which compelled 
the destruction of humanity by the 
Flood. A _ single airplane (says a 
germ-war expert, Mr. J. M. deBarry) 
could carry sufficient botulinus toxin 
to —— the entire population of the 
world.” 


Dr. Nikola Tesla, the noted inventor, 
according to a United Press dispatch, 
has announced the “invention of a 
super death ray — a man-made, invis- 
ible lightning streak of 56,000,000 volts 
capable of destroying an army with- 
out a trace ... He said it could cause 
an army of 1,000,000 men to drop dead 
in its tracks; bring down a fleet of 10,- 
000 airplanes at a distance of 250 miles; 
surround an entire country with an im- 
penetrable, invisible ‘Chinese Wall’ 
making it safe forever against enemy 
attack; arm battleships with a new 
weapon of defense against hostile air- 
planes and enable them to sweep the 
seas.’

The Roman Empire, in the days of 
the Caesars was symbolized as iron. 
Children still study about the “iron le- 
gions of Rome” in their history books. 


In Daniel’s prophetic Image, the legs 
of iron referred to ancient Rome. The 
iron in the feet refers to revived Rome. 


Like the iron which runs from the 
legs to the bottom of the feet, so also 
the spirit of Roman imperialism has 
coursed through the centuries. There 
is not a nation in the western world 
today but what bears the hereditary 
stamp of old Rome in its parlimentary 
and political substance. 


Jewish Communism, on the other 
hand, is pictured as clay in the Image’s 
feet. There are no Scriptural grounds 
for assuming that clay represents 
democracy. ...

The weeping prophet was instructed 
to go “down to the potter’s house” 
where a clay instrument was being pro- 
duced. “And the vessel that he made 
of clay was marred in the hand of the 
potter.” Then Jeremiah explained that 
the vessel, thus despoiled, represented 
the “house of Israel”. 


History and prophecy provides for 
two types of Jews — (1) those who 
become apostates, and (2) a remnant 
who walk in the spiritual light which 
they possess. : 


The first group constitutes the hard 
clay Jews of the Scriptures, while the 
latter group is represented as soft clay 
— being shapeable in the hands of God 
the Potter. The heart cry of the faith- 
ful remnant is recorded in the words 
of Isaiah: “But now, O Lord, thou art 
our father; we are the clay, and thou 
our potter; and we all are the work of 
thy hand.” 


Internationalism 


Throughout the Bible, the Jews are 
identified with the earth in parabolic 
symbolism. Father Abraham was told 
that his descendants would be “as the 
sand upon the sea shore” and “as the 
dust of the earth”. 


But in every age, when the nation 
as a whole has gone away from God, 
there has always been a faithful rem- 
nant. This will be the case during the 
end-time of the present age. Isaiah 
10:12: “For though thy people Israel 
be as the sand of the sea, yet a rem- 
nant of them shall return.” 


Communism is Jewish clay. It weak- 
ens the Gentile nations. It tears the 
foundations from beneath orderly gov- 
ernment. It batters down the Church 
of Christ in every country where it 
gains the upper hand. It is interna- 
tional because it originates with the 
international race! 


Visualize a giant octopus. See its 
brain located at Moscow. Out from 
the water animal there goes 57 ten- 
tacles. These long slimy arms are 
wrapped around the various nations of 
the world. There are 57 Communist 
parties in 57 different countries, all 
directed from the Jewish base of the 
“Communist International” in Moscow. 


The center for red activities in A- 
merica is at New York City. From 
this headquarters there goes out a pro- 
gram of subversion reaching into every 
part of the Country. Tons of litera- 
ture are being circulated. Hundreds 
of organizations, often working under 
confusing and deceptive titles, have 
been thrown like a vast network across 
the Nation.

Russians are NOT scattered over the 
world in sufficient numbers, to execute 
such a plan.

Having 
crushed the capitalist state, the social 
revolution, acting through armed work- 
ers and soldiers, will establish the So- 
viet state as the instrument of the 
workers’ and poor farmers’ power.” 


Iron Fascism, arising in the Roman 
Empire, is being diffused throughout 
the world as an antidete for Commun- 
ism. 


When red propaganda succeeds in 
warping the minds of a sufficient num- 
ber of people, it hurls that nation in- 
to physical convulsions. 


Then the pendulum swings to the

Mediterranean Crisis Foretold 


Italy, Germany and Japan have 
banded themselves together to keep 
Communism within the borders of So- 
viet Russia. This effort recently reach- 
ed a dramatic climax when Mussolini 
paid a personal visit to Hitler. 


As the Italian Superman left Rome 
for Berlin, he made this announcement: 
“My visit to Germany is wholly a 
matter of the heart. The two peoples 
will clasp hands and march side by 
side in the future, for the future be- 
longs to us.” 


At that time, Fascist submarines 
were conducting pirate attacks in Medi- 
terranean waters, reminding all na- 
tions of Italy’s determination to domin- 
ate the Great Sea. The old Roman 
Empire completely surrounded the 
Mediterranean and it was therefore 
called a “Roman lake”. Like the Cae- 
ears of old, Mussolini calls it “my 
Sea”. 


For centuries, the best thinkers on 
prophetic subjects have agreed that 
the closing period of this age would 
witness a major Mediterranean crisis 
which would culminate in the restora- 
tion of Rome. Books by leading Bible 
expositors, written long ago, deal with 
this matter. Sir Isaac Newton wrote 
a lengthy treatise on these subjects. 


We find a clear reference to the re-

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Mussolini’s welcome to Berlin was a 
glamorous occasion. The streets were 
appropriately decorated with 40,000 
square yards of bunting, tied with 
more than seven miles of gold ribbon. 
Huge gilt M’s (reminding us_ that 
Napoleon, who tried in his day to re- 
vive Rome, always used the first letter 
of his name, N) appeared everywhere. 


But Newsweek reports: “Even amid 
this lavishness of good fellowship, the 
personal strain between the two dic- 
tators was discernible.” 


Leon Trotsky-Bronstein, the Red Jew- 
ish exile, prepared a recent statement 
on political trends, from his home in 
Mexico. Arch-criminal and inhuman 
beast that he is, Trotsky knows world 
affairs and has access to subterranean 
sources available to few men. 


He says: “For his part, Mussolini 
may, and in all probability will, betray 
Hitler, as the Italian government in 
1924 betrayed Hohenzollern and Haps- 
burg. ‘Sacred egoism’ will triumph in 
the relation between the Fascist coun- 
tries, too. 


“The totalitarian state is best fitted 
to the nature of present-day ‘totali- 
tarian’ war. But this means only that 
the present democracies will, during 
the next world war and possibly even 
on its eve, inevitably approach or even 
give way to Fascism.” 


There are many reasons—racial, 
political, religious, geographical 
and prophetical — why the Rome- 
Berlin axis can not be permanent. 
But for the present it helps Italy 
in carrying forward her dream of 
Rome’s revival. It helps Germany 
in her solution of the Communist 
problem. 


But strange as it may seem, the fu- 
ture of the German people is sure to 
be interwoven with the people of Rus- 
sia. In other words, Hitler faces East, 
while Mussolini faces West. 


One of two things must ultimately 
occur, according to prophetic analysis: 
The Reds will sweep over Germany and 
force the rim of their government to 
the borders of France. ... Or the 


Swastika will be carried to Moscow in 
a powerful frontal attack while Japan 
pushes in from the East. 


The down trodden masses of Russia, 
bleeding and lacerated from the Jewish 
doctrine of internationalism; hounded 
by the brutal secret police and spy sys- 
tem which keeps the Jewish autocrats 
in power — if Hitler ever strikes, and 
the Moscow dictatorship wavers the 
least bit, the Russian people will rise 
up against their rulers, and the out- 
come will be the sorriest day that Rus- 
sian Jewry has ever known! 


The “land of Magog” described in 
Ezekiel 38:1-6 is Russia. We know 
this to be the case for the reason that 
the Hebrew word translated “chief” is 
a proper noun, Rosh — Russia. Me- 
shech in the passage is Moscow. Tubal 
is Tobolsk. Gomer of the passage 
means Germany; Gog and Germany will 


be standing together during the clos- 
ing scenes of the age. 


The name Caucasus originates from 
the words Gog and Chasan — mean- 
ing “Gog’s fortified place”. This range 
of mountains is therefore a fort for 
the armies of Gog. There can be no 
question but what Ezekiel’s prophecy 
refers to modern Russia. 


A great war lord, supreme over the 
coming “Northern Confederacy”, is 
destined to rule from Moscow. He 
must be anti-Semitic in character for 
the reason that Ezekiel’s prophecy 
describes him as leading the later at- 
tack upon Palestine from the north 
and east. 


These demands would be abundantly 
satisfied if the Nazi regime were car- 
ried into Russia during the coming war 
against Bolshevism.

Paul in Damascus 
Special Defender Correspondent in the Holy Land 





AVING been a resident of 
Hauran for three and a half 
years, and later a resident of 
Damascus the same number of 
years, I am constrained to offer 


this version of the history of 
Paul’s conversion and earlier min- 
istry. 

Damascus being a city of abounding 
interest, from both a religious and poli- 
tical standpoint, is rich in sacred _evi- 
dences of the historical rise of Chris- 
tianity, of which so much clusters 
around the experience of the Apostle 
Paul during those eventful years sub- 
sequent to his conversion on the road 
to Damascus. 


The first triumph of the foes of 
Christianity, indicated by the martyr- 
dom of Stephen, gave the signal for 
general persecution, into which Saul 
entered with the fiercest zeal, commit- 
ting men and women alike to prison, 
scourging them in the synagogues, and 


“Remember them that are in bonds, as bound with 
them; and them which suffer adversity, as being your- 
selves also in the body.” Hebrews 13:3.

trying to make them blaspheme the 
name of Christ. 


The result was a general dispersion 
of the disciples from Jerusalem. “They 
that were scattered abroad went every- 
where preaching the Word.” 


Knowing well the Bible narrative, it 
is not strange that I should long to 
traverse the highway that Paul must 
have necessarily travelled in order to 
enter the city at the west end of the 
street called Straight. 


The route that he took is very much 
the same as that travelled today — 
Jerusalem, Nablous, Tiberias, skirting 
the sea on the West, then crossing the 
upper Jordan about two miles below 
Lake Merom, to El-Kuneitra, only ten 
miles to the south of Mount Hermon, 
thence bearing northwest into the flat 
— region east of that noble 

ion. 


For miles in every direction is the 
same charm indicated — the same gol- 
den, grass-covered, slightly undulating 
plain; not a house, not a shepherd with 
his flocks, not a plow has ever turned 
the soil! And what a stillness reigns 
over all! God, the Infinite Creator, 
has added a supernatural charm to 
serve a far-reaching purpose. 


Who knows but that Paul was con- 
verted in this very plain on his way 
to Damascus, with the express pur- 
pose of bringing Christians bound to 
Jerusalem, since he had for a long time 
been breathing out threatenings and 
ps aging against the disciples of the 
cord. 


“And as he journeyed, he came near 
Damascus: and suddenly there shined 
round about him a light from heaven.” 
Then followed Paul’s dramatic conver- 
sion and empowering with the Holy 
Spirit, the widening effects of his min- 
istry being experienced in all nations 
to this day; though Paul was martyred 
after his prolonged imprisonment in 
Rome, his material extinction could not 
stay the tide of God’s witnessing pow- 
er through him. 
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Saul’s Conversion 


“Being exceedingly mad against 
them”, Paul personally sought and ob- 
tained letters of the High Priest of- 
ficiating in the Damascus synagogues, 
to enable him to seize and bring bound 
to Jerusalem any who embraced the 
Lord’s teachings, whether men or wo- 
men. In the absence of the Roman 
procurator, the Pharisees and Saddu- 
cees blended their common hatred, and 
usurped the power of life and death. 


Paul and his company had almost 
completed their journey across _ this 
wonderful level plateau east of Her- 
mon, when a supernatural brightness, 
above the brightness of the noonday 
sun enveloped him and his escorts. It 
was Paul alone who was struck blind 
by the light, and Paul alone that be- 
held the vision of the Son of God a- 
midst the light. 


Certain divines argue that Paul on- 
ly had an impression like a phantasma 
induced by the glare of a Syrian mid- 
day sun. But Ananias who came to 
Paul affirmed that it was “the Lord 
Jesus who appeared unto thee in the 
way. ... that thou shouldest see the 
Just One”. 


And Paul himself challenges “Have 
not I seen Jesus Christ our Lord?” 
I Cor. 9:1. “He was seen of me also as 


.one born out of due season.” I Cor. 


15:8. These assertions forever dis- 
prove the thesis of the psycho-mystic 
schools that Jesus is not a personal 
Savior, but reveals Himself only as a 
divine principle. 


Paul’s companions, after their more 
immediate recovery, arose and “stood 
speechless, hearing a Voice, but seeing 
no man.” 


They could not distinguish the arti- 
culate Voice that conversed with Paul, 
and which so unmistakably removed 
the prejudice and ignorance which 
blinded him. 


The Street Called Straight 


Paul rose from the ground and open- 
ed his eyes, but he could not see for 
the glory of that light. His companions 
took him by the hand and led him to 
Damascus, and in the street called 
Straight, Paul became the guest of one 
called Judas, who possibly was one of 
the chiefs of .the disciples whom he 
came to persecute. 


Of the communion with his new 
found Master during his three days 
of darkness and fasting we have only 
the simple record, “Behold he prayeth!” 
which shows him in a fit attitude to 
receive the consoling mission of Ana- 
nias who salutes Paul as a brother, for 
he had seen in a vision “A man named 
Ananias coming in, and putting his 
hand on him, that he might receive his 
sight”. 

While the street called Straight is 
not architecturally beautiful, all along 
its course can be seen traces of the 
colonnade which graced it in the time 
of Paul. The position of the columns 
indicate that the street was once con- 
siderably wider than it is now. It still 
bears the name Derb-el-Mustakim, or 
Road Made Straight. 


The routine of daily life in this street 


is not materially changed since the days 

of the Patriarchs. Being celebrated 

for its wares, Damascus has been and 

will always be a city of absorbing in- 

— to students of history and the 
ible. 


The Biblical allusions to this great 
capital are numerous. There is prob- 
ably no city in the world where one 
can see such an assemblage of visitors 
in the varied attires of the Eastern 
world. 


From before the time of Christ the 
bazaars have been famous for the var- 
iety, beauty and costliness of the dis- 
play of Oriental goods imported from 
all the surrounding countries of the 
Near East. 


There are bazaars respectively of 
silk, saddles, fez, wood carvings, silver 
and gold, with their beautiful filigree 
work in course of manufacture, copper, 
boots and shoes, and an endless var- 


iety of wares, each occupying a small 
shop in which the article is being man- 
ufactured on the spot. 


There are also “market days” in 
which the crowds are enormous. One 
may then see to advantage Persians 
in gorgeous silks; Nubians in black and 
white, Jews in a variety of costumes; 
Bedouins with most striking costumes 
distinctive of their respective tribes; the 
wide turbaned merchant from Afghan- 
istan; the Cossack from the Caucasus; 
the pilgrims from India; the square 
skull capped, sun-dried men from Had- 
ramant; the stately dominant Druze in 
equally as stately garb, and a sprink- 
ling of many other races wearing 
strange apparel — not to mention the 
numerous visitors from Western coun- 
tries who may be seen thronging the 
bazaars almost every day.

Paul’s Basket Experience 


Outside of the ancient wall which 
still surrounds part of the city not far 
from the East Gate (Bab-esh-Sherki) 
is the traditional spot where Paul was 
let down through the window and es- 
caped. 


At this point is the closed gate Bab- 
Kisan, which for 730 years has never 
been opened to traffic. Near to this 
gate is a picturesque tomb under a 
mammoth tree, which is said to be the 
sepulchre of St. George who assisted 
Paul to escape and perished as a con- 
sequence. 


Near the gate Bab-Kisan there 
is a dwelling, parts of which dis- 
play ancient masonry, and a very 
ancient window projecting over the 
high stone wall. is is pointed 
out as being the very window from 
= Paul was let down in a bas- 

et. 


I can readily believe the Bible nar- 
rative concerning the basket experience 
of Paul, since one can see in nearly 
every Eastern home to this day strong- 
ly made straw baskets, of a sufficient 
size to hold a man safely while being 
lowered from an elevated position. 


From this projecting window in the 
traditional spot above the high Damas- 
cus wall, the feat could easily be ac- 
complished, the only hazard being the 
possibility of a broken rope, or of hands 
becoming weak in the task of lowering. 


I accept the traditional spot as the 
‘very one recorded in Scriptures. The 
wall is evidently the same that form- 
ed the southeastern boundary of the 
city in the time of David. (II Sam. 8:6). 
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“David put garrisons in Syria of Dam- 
ascus; and the Syrians became ser- 
vants of David, and brought gifts.” 


Enchanting Landscape 


Cuniform inscriptions and types of 
architecture in the walls and gates of 
Damascus reveal an antiquity that 
dates back to the earliest history of 
Western Asia. It is Josephus in his 
(Ant. 1:6) who records that Damascus 
was founded by Uz, the son of Aram, 
and grandson of Shem, but it is first 
mentioned in Scripture in connection 
with Abraham, whose steward was a 
native of that place. (Gen. 15:2) 


There is no doubt that Paul took note 
of the brilliant forms of Oriental life 
before being driven from Damascus. 


From the upper chamber of his 
dwelling he could look out upon the 
expanse of enchanting landscape, the 
picturesque gardens, studded with 
groves of fruit and ornamental trees; 
the clinging vines and roses among the 
tangled shrubbery; the stately date 
palms and blossoming almond orchards; 
hear the murmur of the _ rippling 
streams and bubbling fountains; scent 
the delicate odors of oriental flowers 
borne upon the balmiest of winds. 


A stone’s throw to his rear, he could 
hear the noise of city traffic; the 
stream of caravans from Bagdad, Te- 
heran, Sind, Egypt, Mecca, Caucasus, 
Arabia; and from the costal regions of 
Phoenicia and Philistine. The shouts 
of the porters in the khans — ceaseless 
sounds of traffic. 


“Syria was thy merchant by reason 
of the multitude of the wares of thy 
making: they occupied in thy fairs with 
emeralds, purple and broidered work, 
and fine linen and coral, and agate.” 
(Eze. 27:16) “Damascus was thy mer- 
chant in the multitude of the wares of 
thy making, for the multitude of all 
riches; in the wine of Helbon, and white 
wool.” (Eze. 27:18) 


Having successfully eluded his per- 
secutors who lay in wait to kill him, 
Paul now journeyed to Jerusalem with 
the object of forming Peter’s acquaint- 
ance and “to enquire” of Peter whom 
he had come to regard as the chief of 
the Apostles. 


The Righteous Are Bold 


The boldness and fortitude of the 
Apostle Paul under trial has been a 
commendable example unto all Chris- 
tians for all time. It was his bold and 


. uncompromising preaching at Damas- 


cus that incited the Jews to attempt his 
assassination. After his visit to Jeru- 
salem with equal boldness he now be- 
gan to dispute with the Hellenists; and 
he was only saved from Stephen’s fate 
through being hastily escorted by his 
brethren to Caesarea, whence he sailed 
for Tarsus. 








Paul has spent only fifteen days at 
Jerusalem as the guest of Peter, and it 
becomes a question of deep interest 
to know if this conference took place 
before or after the time that Peter 
had promulgated the doctrine of 
free grace to the Gentiles by the con- 
version of Cornelius and his household. 
How far had the discussion of Kingdom 
truths by these two giants of faith aid- 
ed in opening up to one another’s mind 
the plan of God for the Gospel dis- 
pensation and the evangelization of all 
nations ? 


As Paul was praying in the temple, 
he came under the Spirit’s control and 
for the second time beheld a vision of 
the Lord, Who bade him to make haste 
and depart from Jerusalem, “for they 
will not receive thy testimony concern- 
ing me”. 


This statement recounted by Paul 
in his defense, after being taken in 
chains by the chief captain, did not 
tend to calm the temper of the Jews 
who had thronged to hear the words 
of the prisoner, and they lifted up their 
voices and said “Away with such a fel- 
low from the earth: for it is not fit 
that he should live.” 


The Mystery of Grace 


Then came a series of harrowing ex- 
periences into the life of the Apostle 
which culminated in his being taken as 
a prisoner to Rome. The reader is un- 
doubtedly acquainted with the Scrip- 
tural account of Paul’s enforced pil- 
grimage to Italy, recorded in the 
Acts of the Apostles, and of his suc- 
cessful ministry in the household of 
Caesar, and it was while here that his 
marvelous prison Epistles were written 
— Ephesians, Philippians, Colossians 
— which have been the mainstay of 
clear revelation on the indwelling pres- 
ence of Christ.to the believers down 
through the interval of centuries. 


_ “Unto me, who am less than the 
Yeast of all saints, is this grace given, 
that I should preach among the Gentiles 
the unsearchable riches of Christ; And 
to make all men see what is the fellow- 
ship of the mystery, which from the be- 
ginning of the world hath been hid in 
God, who created all things by Jesus 
Christ.” (Eph. 3:8,9) 


“Even the mystery which hath been 
hid from ages and from generations, 
but now is made manifest to his saints: 
To whom God would make known what 
is the riches of the glory of this mys- 
tery among the Gentiles; which is 
Christ in you, the hope of glory.” (Col. 
1:26,27) 

Can we, as professors of Christianity, 
afford to pass over these Scriptures 
lightly since ample provision has been 
made for us to enjoy the fulness of his 
grace, even as Paul? 
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A Plain Man Sees Roosevelt

N THE late summer of 1927 I 
visited my boyhood home in the 
state of New York. 


In a conversation with a chum of 
earlier days, I remarked: “Out West 
we hear that some are backing your 
Governor, Franklin Roosevelt, for the 
presidency in the coming campaign.” 


“Yes, but no one here takes it seri- 
ously. Mr. Roosevelt doesn’t possess 
the qualities to make a good president. 
What has he accomplished in two terms 
as Governor of New York? There has 
been a lot of flashy talk and showman- 
ship, but no one can point to any con- 
structive permanent achievements. He 
is generally regarded~as a ‘front’ for 
certain interests. It would be just too 
bad for the Country if he should ac- 
tually become President.” 


I was astonished, for I was listening 
to a scion of one of the oldest Demo- 
cratic families in the country, a man 
high in the circles of his party, in New 
York State. 


During these years when the new 
deal has done so many inconsistent 
things, toying with the people’s liber- 
ties, playing recklessly with powder 
barrels, creating class hatreds, stir- 
ring racial and religious prejudices — 
I have often thought of this conversa- 
tion. 


“The kings of the earth stood up, 
and the rulers were gathered together 
against the Lord, and against his 
Christ.” 


In the whole catalogue of new deal 
activities against the Christian insti- 
tutions which right-thinking Ameri- 
cans have been 150 years building up, 
none stands out more heinously than 
Roosevelt’s act of establishing diplo- 
matic relations with Soviet Russia. 


Over the protest of tens of thousands 
of Christian men and women, includ- 
ing numerous Protestant congregations 
who adopted and sent resolutions to 
Washington, the fatal step was taken. 


Litvinoff-Finkelstein was welcomed 
with open arms to the White House. 
Official recognition was granted the 
alien rulers of Moscow, as if they truly 
represented the Russian people. And 
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the day Roosevelt did this, he threw a 
mantle of respectability around athe- 
istic Communism and strengthened its 
drive toward world revolution to an ex- 
tent that simply can not be calculated. 


Are the same international interests 
behind him which are enslaving the 
Russian masses? One of his first of- 
ficial acts was to extend an open hand 
to Moscow. This fact causes a plain 
man to wonder! 


“Your riches are corrupted, and your 
garments are motheaten. Your gold 
and silver is cankered; and the rust 
of them shall be a witness against you, 
and shall eat your flesh as it were 
fire.” 


This is no time for silly drivel. The 
crisis, brought upon our Nation by 
wicked deeds which violate the laws 
of God, demands plain speaking. I 
have utmost respect for the office of 
the presidency, and I am sure I voice 
the feeling of millions of loyal Ameri- 
cans, when I pray: “Oh God, give us 
from the ranks of our common people, 
a true Christian to occupy the seat of 
Washington, Jefferson and Lincoln in 
the White House.” ... 


I recalled the conversation with my 
New York friend when, within four 
hours after taking the oath of office 
on March 4, 1933, Roosevelt took dras- 
tic action, closing the stock exchanges, 
thus shutting the doors of every bank 
in the Country. 


Without doubt, that particular ac- 
tion was necessary, but it started a 
plain man thinking. Why had he wait- 
ed so long to act? 


The plans must have been worked 


out weeks ahead of the inauguration. 
Without doubt, several men high in 
legal and financial circles had been 
closeted to secretly prepare such a 
program, so vast in comprehensiveness 
and minute in detail. 


Immediately the new president was 
hailed as a “titan” and “saviour” of 
the people. It is doubtful that he had 
personally made any valuable contri- 
bution to the program other than to 
suggest the strategy of its application. 
He was, to all appearances, a “front”, 
giving focus and executive finesse to a 
procedure proposed by the financial 
barons who had backed him for office. 


From the moment the Democratic 
nominee was informed of his nomina- 
tion and followed the advice of shrewd 
advisers, adepts in mass psychology, 
and flew to the Convention at Chica- 
go, to this minute, every move has been 
made with astuteness to create effects, 
to stir emotions, to keep people watch- 
ing fireworks so that they will have 
no time to question or to think! 


If untoward things occurred, a new 
and bigger sky-rocket was sent up. 
While the people “Oh’ed and Ah’ed”, 
they forgot to think. 


This plain man wondered who, when 
the whole Nation was shocked by reve- 
lations concerning Justice Black, sug- 
gested to the president that it would be 
a superb move to divert the attention of 
the people by the electric shock of his 
war talk proposing to end the Na-

tion’s neutrality, delivered at Chicago. 
We were told that his address had 
been prepared some time before, to be 
given when the opportune moment ar- 
rived. It certainly proved opportune 
when the Country was talking about 
Black, as have been many like moves 
to get away from thin ice. Similar in- 
cidents have occurred many times in 
the past five years. 


Is the president fundamentally dis- 
honest? This is a horrible thought for 
Americans to harbor. But, in the light 
of the tricks, arts and schemes used 
to confuse and befuddle the popular 
mind, when great and sober issues 
have been at stake, the plain man is 
caused to wonder. 


“For the love of money is the root 
of all evil: which while some coveted 
after, they have erred from the faith, 
and pierced themselves through with 
many sorrows.” 


The president had the power for 
years, as the Governor of New York 
State, to correct the abuses of Wall 
Street which resulted in economic dis- 
aster to the Nation, had he really 
wanted to do so..... 


When the situation in Wall Street 
in 1928 and 1929, became dangerous, 
many thoughtful people lifted their 
voices in warning, but there was noth- 
ing effective that officials in Washing- 
ton could do about it. There were no 
federal laws adequate to deal with the 
emergency. 


The sinister Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem played the Wall Street game and 
allowed thousands of banks to loan 
funds on deposit, to get their share of 
the high interest rates on short term 
loans used in “playing the street”. 


Then without warning, these same 
banking officials raised the interest 
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rate, and the crash came. But months 
before it came, at the peak of Ameri- 
ca’s greatest apparent prosperity, some 
officials in Washington are repo 

to have ordered bank-examiners to see 
that loans throughout the Country 
made on reality collateral should be re- 
duced from 60 to 40 per cent. To a 
plain man, it appeared that some men 
on the inside knew that the “crash” 
was coming, and some men in high 
councils were prepared to “sell the na- 
tion short” and did it and reaped enor- 
mous fortunes. 


During this time, there sat in the 
Governor’s chair in Albany, a man who 
is now publicized by his politica] hench- 
men as “a gallant leader”. By his 
side was a Jewish gentleman whom 
he called “My right arm”. That man 
was Lieutenant Governor Lehman, one 
of the partners of Lehman Brothers, 
an international banking, bond and in- 
vestment brokerage house, second to 
none in size in the Nation. Mr. Roose- 
velt himself, for years had been a part- 
ner in a law firm doing business in the 
high financial circles of New York. 


If Franklin Roosevelt did not know 
what was going on in Wall Street 
during the pre-depression period when 
the American people were being pre- 
pared for the “sheering” and “skin- 
ning”, he was an intellectual nincom- 
poop. 

“And this is the condemnation, that 
light is come into the world, and men 
loved darkness rather than light, be- 
cause their deeds were evil.” 


If, as an international money chang- 
er and speculator in other people’s fi- 
nances, incurring for them huge losses 
(as in his “United European Inves- 
tors” and “Camco” ventures), he knew 
what was happening in Wall Street, 
and as Governor, did nothing about it 
— What shall the plain man think? 


Those who are informed, know that 
up to the crash, Wall Street conducted 
its business under a charter and laws 
granted and passed by the Legislature 
of New York. The Federal Govern- 
ment had no effective method by which 
it could intervene without interfering 
with business conducted wholly within 
the State of New York and under laws 
of that Commonwealth. 


Yet, we can find no record that at 
any time, Governor Roosevelt raised 
his voice or his hand to prevent what 
he must have known was planned, with 
the result that billions of capital and 
savings of the American people were 
taken from them. This money was NOT 
“Jost”. Every dollar was _ properly 
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looked after, and went right where it 
was intended to go. It went out of the 
hands of the many, into the strong box- 
es of a few. 


The only man who could have de- 
manded and got legislation, that would 
have prevented the “skinning” of the 
American people, did nothing. 


But some one asks: “What could he 
have done?” Well, after the skinning, 
when the money was gone, this man 
came forward with a great plan and 
program to save the Nation. If he was 
wise enough to do what he did in 1933, 
the plain man wonders why he didn’t 
do it in 1928 or 1929 while he was 
Governor of New York State! 


If, he did not actually have the pow- 
er, he could have asked for it just as 
he later asked for unlimited power of 
the National Legislature. No one 
doubts that the Legislature at Albany 
would have followed his leadership in 
the emergency then existing. 


“Woe unto him that giveth his neigh- 
bour drink, that puttest thy bottle to 
him, and makest him drunken”. 


There are other things that cause 
the plain man to wonder... 


What is the president going to do 
when he faces Almighty God after 
forcefully abetting the repeal of the 
Eighteenth Amendment and letting 
loose a flood of booze, over the land, 
with few if any effective restraints? 


When I was a boy, men drank be- 
hind screened windows and women in 
back rooms. Now the same old “booze” 
is as common as soda water, guzzled 
in any public place and hard liquor is 
quaffed in environment suited to dis- 
arm the unwary. The results are iden- 
tically the same as when in the old 
days men drank the stuff with their 
feet on brass rails in stinking saloons. 


And, for that matter, the filthy old 
saloons, brass rails and all, are back. 
The Nation is simply drinking itself 
crazy. The Church of Jesus Christ 
points its finger at Franklin Roosevelt 
and says: “Thou art the man!” It 
correctly accuses him of being respon- 
sible for restoring this traffic to pow- 
er, which prospers on the destruction 
of its patrons, than any other single 
human being. 

Fireworks and flashy, pretentious 
mianeuverings may divert the people 
for a while. But the hour has now 
come for statesmanship of the first 
magnitude. 

God pity America when the denoue- 
ment comes with its disillusionment 
and resulting confusion and chaos. 
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Christian Youth On The March

(CHRISTIAN ITY has always ap- 

pealed, pre-eminently, to the 
youth of the race. The young na- 
tions of the world are the Chris- 
tian nations. 


The Anglo-Saxon peoples were in 
their infancy, undeveloped and uncivil- 
ized, when Jesus Christ walked upon 
earth. His message never struck home 
to the old civilizations of the Orient; 
Christianity is a dynamic faith which 
has little appeal for a static people old 
and set in their ways. 


It was among the young, progressive, 
energetic, virile peoples of the Western 
world that Christianity took root. It 
was this new, this young, civilization 
of the West which found in the dyna- 
mic Christian faith a counterpart of its 
own dynamic drive toward progress. 


The liberty-loving peoples are the 
Christian nations; the progressive peo- 
ples are the Christian nations. The 
peoples with a spirit and a soul — a 
spirit young and vibrant, a soul aspir- 
ing to spiritual things with the en- 
thusiasm of youth — among such peo- 
ples, Christianity was welcomed as an 
answer to the deepest aspirations of the 
race. 


Natural Appeal to Youth 


Jesus had completed His ministry 
among men, climaxed by His supreme 
sacrifice upon the Cross, at the early 
age of thirty-three. 


He put an inestimable value upon 
childhood — “suffer little children to 
come unto Me”. Christ did not esteem 
the learning and the wisdom, the phil- 
osophy and experience, of the world. 
It was the qualities of youth — a pure 
heart, an innocent mind, unsullied of 
the world, that He esteemed: “Ye must 
become as little children.” To be a 
Christian, one must cast aside the 
worldly experiences that come with 
age; one must become a child again, 
must regain the innocence and enthu- 
siasm, the idealism and guilelessness, 
which belong to youth. 


The Apostle Paul recognized that 
Christianity is, pre-eminently, a young 
man’s faith. Paul knew that the “wise 
old men” of the world, the learned 
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scholars and philosophers, puffed up 
with their worldly wisdom, old and set 
in their ways, would never heed the 
message of the youthful Galilean. He 
warned Timothy: “Let no man despise 
thy youth.” Christianity was to be a 
faith of and for young people, young 
nations, young civilizations — in re- 
volt against ancient systems and ways 
of life. 

It is because of Christianity’s natural 
appeal to youth that the anti-Christian 
forces of the world today are centering 
their poisonous propaganda on young 
people, in a supreme effort to lead them 
away from their obvious place with- 
in the fold of Christ. Doddering and 
decrepid professors are spreading the 
libelous fallacy that Christianity is a 
faith for “old men”, unsuited to the 
needs of “modern youth”, unsuited to 
the demands of the “modern world”. 


Not long ago, I attended a large con- 
ference of Christian young people. The 
principal speaker was a leading Mo- 
dernist, borrowed from a “liberal” 
church school. An old man, past sev- 
enty, he had become very “liberal” and 
“modern” in his second childhood! 


He presumed to tell the young people 
that fundamental Christianity is out- 
of-date. He said it is a “reactionary” 
faith, going so far as to call the fun- 
damental faith “a worn-out creed, fos- 
silized in the past”. As I listened to 
the aged professor I could not help 
but think, “He may be worn-out; in- 
deed, he is an old fossil. Because he is 
worn-out and fossilized, he thinks the 
faith of his youth is. But he is wrong. 
The fundamental faith is as young and 
strong, as eternally youthful and as 
eternally true, as its Founder — Who 
sits now in undimming glory at the 
right side of the Father in heaven.” 


There is an old and true saying that 
“all seems yellow to the jaundiced eye”. 
All seems old and decrepid, perhaps, to 
certain Modernist professors who have 
outlived their usefulness themselves. 
Hence, they turn their backs upon the 
faith of their fathers, the faith of their 
youth. In their second childhood, they 
seek to become “liberal”? and “modern”. 


Facing the Future 


Men cannot, and should not try to, 
“modernize” the Christian faith. It 








must “modernize” and “renovate” and 
regenerate them! Man must be born 
again, must be truly “modernized” and 
“re-created” by the living Savior. We 
cannot bring the dead Jesus up-to-date. 
The risen Christ must bring us up-to- 
date, must give us understanding of 
this modern world. We must live in 
Him. 

_ Modernism is NOT a living faith; it 
is dead dogma. It is not a modern 
faith; it is a backward, fossilized faith. 
It is not a progressive faith; it is a 
reactionary faith. Modernism either 
doubts or denies the Resurrection. Mo- 
dernists say that the bones of Jesus 
now lie in a Syrian grave. 


Modernists look backward two 
thousand years to bones in a tomb. 
They look backward two thousand 
years to a “leader” whose lifeless 
remains are now mixed with Cae- 
sar’s clay. Like Lot’s wife, Mo- 
dernism is frozen, fossilized, in an 
eternally backward look. 


Fundamental Christianity, alone, is 
a truly modern, truly progressive faith. 
IT ALONE IS A FORWARD-LOOK- 
ING FAITH. Fundamental Christians 
look backward to an empty tomb, up- 
ward to a risen and reigning Christ, 
and forward to a Christ who is coming 
again. Any faith which denies the 
Second Coming, the imminent return to 
earth of Christ, is a reactionary faith; 
it is frozen in the past. It does not — 
it cannot — look forward into the fu- 
ture. 


The future belongs to youth; and 
youth belongs to the future. Intelli- 
gent young people must look forward 
into the future. They must have a 
faith which explains and reveals the 
future, which is centered in the future. 
Youth demands a “futuristic” faith;

Youth requires a living Leader, who 
will guide them through the future. 
THEY HAVE SUCH A LEADER IN 
THE LIVING CHRIST.’ Modernists 
profess to follow the “leadership” of 
Jesus. But, according to the Modern- 
ists, Jesus is two thousand years dead. 
Modernism is similar to Chinese ances- 
tor worship; it looks backwards to 
“leadership” long since dead and bur- 
ied. 

Modernism is a defeatist, not a vic- 
torious, faith. If Jesus did not rise 
from the dead, He was the greatest 
failure in all history.

How a Jew Accepted 


The Christmas Story 





N THE year 1440 A.D., George 

Frantzes, a Greek historian, 
wrote the story of the conversion 
of a Jew named Xenos who was 
led to see the light of Christian 
truth by Emperor John Palaeolo- 
gos. 


The name Palaeologos first appears 
in history about the middle of the 
eleventh century. From the family 
there came a succession of Kings who 
ruled the Byzantine Empire. 


A free translation of the document 
by Frantzes regarding the spiritual 


illumination of Xenos follows ~~~ 


On September 5, 1440, my master 
the King John Palaeologos, passed 
from the town Patras, and by land 
went to the town Evripos, in Euboea. I 
was with the King. We entered a 
Venetian ship at the town Karystos. 


In the same vessel there was a Car- 
dinal relative to the Pope of Rome 
named Evgenios. We reached Constan- 
tinople on "Repteioer 24th. 


A notable conversation took place 
during the voyage, between King John 
and a Jew called Xenos who afterwards 
became a Christian and was baptized 
under the name of Emmanuel. I now 
give the record of the debate in which 
the Jew’s heart and mind were turn- 
ed to believe on Christ. 


I. 
Xenos opened the conversation with 
the question — How was it possible 


for Mary to give birth to a son, she 
being a Virgin? 


The King answered — How was it 


possible for Adam to give birth to Eve 
without a woman? And how blossom- 
ed the earth without seed? 


How gushed forth the waters from 
the stone (in Moses’ time)? How did 
the rod of Aaron bud? How came manna 
down from heaven? How was the meal 
in the jar multiplied? How fell the 
dew on Gideon’s fleece of wool? How 
were the three Hebrew children un- 
burned in the furnace heat? How was 
Elijah not consumed when he entered 
the chariot of fire? How did Isaiah 
see the Lord sitting upon a high 
throne? How did Daniel interpret the 
hidden dream to Nebuchadnezzar? How 
do the heavens hold the stars without 
being supported? How does the night 
give birth to the day? 


If you shall interpret to me the above 
question, said the King, then I will 
know that you understand also the 
birth of a child from a Virgin. 


II. 
Then the Jew opened his mouth ask- 
ed another question — You say that 


Christ voluntarily died and of His own 
will, and was not compelled to die by 
force; then we can very reasonably 
suppose that He committed suicide or 
killed honggrengs and for this reason is 
deserving to be under spiritual pun- 
ishment and severe penalty. 


From the King there came a reply 
— Oh! Xenos, there is much difference 
between giving one’s life and to commit 
the act of suicide. But I have no as- 
tonishment at your lack of understand- 
ing. 

A killer of himself takes his life 
by his own hands but this is far dif- 
ferent from the one who sacrifices to 
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death for those whom he loves. It is 
not a deed of suicide for one to give 
his life for others, to rescue them from 
danger of the threat of death. For 
this reason, Christ shall be rather 
crowned for His mercy and love, than 
to be punished for committing suicide.

questioned once again — How many 
terrible things are caused by false- 
hoods! The prophet did not say that 
a “Virgin” would bear a son, but that 
a “Damsel” would do it. The prophecy 
states that a Damsel shall bring forth 
after being with a man. But you Chris- 
tians, to support your monstrous opin- 
ions, translate wrong the words of our 
prophet and mistake the meaning of 
his writings. Who is he that ever heard 
such giddiness in all ages, that a Vir- 
gin gave birth to a child? Show me 
one man, in all history, who can say 
that he had no man to be his father, 
and I shall contradict you no more. 


To this the King replied — You are 
really saying, show only one other God 
descended from heaven wearing on 
Himself fiesh and you will believe the 
words about Christ’s Virgin birth. You 
have promised to believe if anyone will 
demonstrate another example of this 
great thing. 


But there is only one true God. How 
do you then demand another super- 
natural birth when your own Scriptures 
teach there to be but one God? You 
must accept the fact of one Virgin 
birth because there are not two gods 
to come down from earth. 





Or, if you do not want to accept the 
fact, then we shall lay it aside, and 
you must show me how Moses enabled 
your fathers to pass through the Red 
Sea, and made water to gush from a 
stone that all the people were satisfied. 
And how the Ark, held up by the 
priests, caused the flood of the waters 
of Jordan to stdp, so the people could 
walk on Jordan’s river bed; and how 
Israel by shouting made the walls of 
Jericho to crumble. Do you think, and 
do you want to say, that all these 
things were accomplished according to 
the law of nature? No! Not at all! 


But if all these deeds were done su- 
pernaturally, then neither can the mir- 
acle of the Virgin birth be doubted on 
the grounds that it is not in accordance 
with the natural laws. For the unbe- 
lief of your people and seeing their 
disobedience and _ stiffneckedness the 
prophet Isaiah stigmatized you saying: 
“I have spread out my hands all the 
day unto a rebellious people.” 


But let us consider this prophecy a 
little more to see better what Isaiah 
had in mind and about which things he 
was prophesying. 


Isaiah says the following: “Moreover 
the Lord spake again unto Ahaz, say- 
ing, Ask thee a sign of the Lord thy 
God; ask it either in the depth, or in 
the height above. But Ahaz said, I 
will not ask, neither will I tempt the 
Lord. And he said, Hear ye now, O 
house of David; Is it a small thing for 
you to weary men, but will ye weary 
my God also? Therefore the Lord him- 
self shall give you a sign; Behold, a 
virgin shall conceive, and bear a son, 
and shall call his name Immanuel. 
Butter and honey shall he eat, that he 
may know to refuse the evil, and choose 
the good.” 


Now, let us start again from the be- 
ginning, and repeating the words little 
by little, consider the true meaning of 
the prophecy. 


“The Lord spake again unto Ahaz, 
saying, Ask thee a sign of the Lord 
thy God; ask it either in depth, or in 
the height above. But Ahaz said, I 
will not ask, neither will I tempt the 
Lord.” 


It is most reasonable now to examine 
first the reason for Ahaz refusing to 
obey such a decree; why did he not 
want to do those things that were com- 
manded of God. 


The only excuse we can find for his 
attitude, is that he must have at times 
heard the teachings of false prophets 
to dull his mind and make him lazy 
and sleepy and sluggish so that he 
could have no interest in a great reve- 
lation from God. 


For this reason Isaiah, as if re- 
proaching the impudence of Ahaz, said: 
“Therefore the Lord himself shall give 
you a sign.” So the prophet accused 
Ahaz of profaning divine orders. Isaiah 
virtually said: “You must not think 
that 1 am sent to you because you are 
of any worth. You are very far from 
being of any value. Therefore I did 
not come for your sake, but for the 
sake of the house of Judah and for all 
the sons of Israel. Therefore the Lord 
Himself will give you a sign.” “Be- 
hold, a virgin shail conceive, and bear 
a son, and shall call His name Imman- 
uel.” 


Now, if, as you say, the prophet was 
foretelling that a girl or damsel or 
young woman would conceive according 
to the usual human way, then it would 
be totally vain, unreasonable, paradox- 
ical and foolish to call this fact “a 
sign”, 

We are under strict obligation accord- 
ing to the laws of reason, to believe 
that the prophet meant that the sign 
given of the Lord, was that a Virgin, 
without the contact of any man, would 
conceive, though you, with inconsis- 
tent and foolish words, try to put it out 
of the way and defame it. 


Another thing that you must take 
into consideration in order to be con- 
vinced that the prophecy of Isaiah was 
fulfilled is that the prophet said that 
the name of the Son shall be called Im- 
manuel. 


There would be no sense or a reason 
at all, if the Son was to be born ac- 
cording to the laws of nature, for Him 
to be called by the name “Immanuel”, 
which means “God with us”. 


IV. 


After listening to these things, the 
Jew Xenos made questions as follows 
— Oh king, never from the beginning 
of the world, has anyone lived over one 
thousand years. How then say you 
that this Messiah is alive yet, though, 
He passed from this earth very near 
to fourteen hundred years ago? This 
is impossible. But if you say that the 
Messiah died, it must be false because 
Elijah did not come and anoint Him. 


The King answered — You do err, 
Oh Xenos, not knowing the Scriptures 
or the power of God. It is believed 
that Elijah shall not come to anoint 
the Lord. But there is going to be born 
a very heinous man from the race of 
the Jews, (this no doubt refers to the 
coming of the Antichrist preceding 
Christ’s return — Translator) who will 
have within himself the energies of the 
Devil and working with Satanic power 
shall do signs and wonders, and declare 
himself that he is a God so that not 
only will many Christians be deceived 
who shall live at that time, but also 
all _ Jews except a very small rem- 
nant. 


For this reason, it is said, that there 
shall come, sent by the merciful God, 
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the two prophets of old, Elijah and 
Enoch, to teach and urge people to re- 
turn to the true God (this evidently 
refers to the Two Witnesses of the 
eleventh chapter of Revelation — 
Translator). 


The Jewish nation will be urged to 
show faith in Christ when Elijah and 
Enoch appear. For the Jews became 
enemies to God and the Gospel when 
they murdered ‘Christ, but again they 
are beloved of God for thé sake of their 
fathers. Those Jews, that the wisdom 
of the Divine Providence knows are to- 
tally unwilling to repent and to return 
to Him, God will put aside. But all 
the others, God knows that shall accept 
and receive the preaching of the Gos- 
pel of Christ with gratitude, these, He 
will not leave without helping them to 
return to Him. 


And then shall be fulfilled the pro- 
phecy of Isaiah, which says: “For 
though thy people Israel be as the sand 
of the sea, yet a remnant of them shall 
return.” 


And for these reasons shall Elijah 


be sent by God at that time, and not, % 


as you say, to anoint the Messiah. 


But as a man, Chr&t neither lived 
one thousand years on earth or in 
heaven. But He lived more than thirty 
years and after He was crucified by 
your vilest fathers, died, and ascended 
into heaven as God. His holy body was 
laid in the grave, but did not see cor- 
ruption. But His Divine substance, un- 
divided and united in His glorious Per- 
son, descended to the darkness of Ha- 
des, and set free those from bonds, 
who had died under the promise of fu- 
ture redemption. After that, He as- 
cended to heaven, and His disciples 
together with His most holy mother 
were present and gazed up to Him, and 
now He is in heaven, sitting and being 
honored together with God the Father. 


These things said the King to the 
Jew Xenos. 


Vv. 


There was present on the ship, the 
most Rev. Bishop Matthew, whom by 
order of the King, began the discussion 
with the Jew Xenos. And the Jew 
asked another question as follows — 
How say you that Messiah has come 
already, when Elijah from Tishby is 
not come yet, as the prophets say? 


To this question, Matthew answered 
— Hear me, Oh Xenos, and be pru- 
dent. The prophets declare that Christ 
will come two times upon the earth. 
The one time is that He came already, 
and the other shall be at the end of 
this age. And the prophets also say 
of the second coming of Christ, that 
Slijah shall be the forerunner. 


But at the first coming of Christ, the 
forerunner was John the Baptist, whom 
the prophet Malachi called an Angel or 
Messenger, not only because he voiced 
the near approach of the first coming of 
Christ, but also because his living was 
very close to that of the Angels. 


Christ called John the Baptist by 
the name Elijah, not because John was 
in person Elijah himself, but because 
John was also fulfilling the same min- 
istry as Elijah. Because as Elijah will 
be the forerunner for the second com- 
ing of Christ, the same was true 





of John, in relation to the first com- 
ing of Christ. And not only for this 
cause,.but also because John lived the 
same kind of a life as Elijah had lived. 


The prophets mention both comings 
of Christ, and also declare that there 
will be forerunners in each instance. 


But the Jews, put aside in silence the 
first coming, with a criminal intention 
in their hearts, and in error they mis- 
interpret the Bible and rob it of its 
true meaning. You Jews see in your 
Scriptures only the second coming of 
Christ, to which Elijah the Tishbite will 


be the forerunner. You see Messiah as 
King but not as Saviour. 


The same prophet Malachi says again 
about the second Coming of Christ: 
“Behold I will send you Elijah the 
prophet.” And Malachi says that Eli- 
jah will come just “before the great 
and terrible day of Jehovah” — that 
is the day of the second coming of 
Christ. 

Don’t you think, Oh Xenos, that very 
clearly your Scriptures speak of both 
the comings of Christ? The one of

them is already past, and flooded us 
with many blessings. The second com- 
ing will occur at the end of this age, 
and shall demand compensation for the 
way people have lived. 


But if you the Jews, reject the first 
one coming of Christ, and think. that 
it was false, and if you look only to the 
second coming of Messiah, then you 
must be very careful, lest you instead 
accept a Shepherd who will be a wolf 
— the Antichrist, and then you shall 
be sent to everlasting fire and there 
shall be weeping and great mourning, 
but totally in vain. 

The prophet Daniel calls the Anti- 
christ a “beast”, because he will be 
such a brute and terrible, full of all 
brutalities and uncleannesses. This An- 
ti-christ, also, shall be cast into the 
river of fire before all others. 

This Antichrist will not endure the 
reproof and the showing to Him His 
faults by the two witnesses, Enoch and 
Elijah, and shall kill them, and cause 
them to take the death of martyrdom. 
And so these two prophets shall have 
the experience of death, something they 
did not have when they were on earth 
before. 

And so, with the Splendor of the 
Holy Ghost, and by the wise words of 
the Emperor John Palaeologos and of 
the Bishop Matthew, the Jew Xenos 
was enlightened and convinced, and op- 
enly confessed His Faith in the Holy 
Trinity and to all the beliefs of the 
Church, and was begotten again by the 
Baptism, and was named EMMANUEL.

MOODY AND REVIVAL

revival stirred his whole being and 
guided his prayer life. In his final 
evangelistic campaign he prayed with 
unusual fervor: 

“OQ GOD, STIR THE CITIES OF 
AMERICA AGAIN!” 
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Dialectical Materialism

DIALECTICAL Materialism is 

one of those outgrowths of 
modern thought which has not 
yet settled down to an accepted 
definition. 


To attempt any kind of explanation 
of it is only to invite ridicule and con- 
tradiction from some quarter or other. 


It is certain, however, that the lead- 
ers of the Christian Church will very 
soon be compelled to come to some kind 
of opinion about it, and it is the pur- 
pose of the writer to give his views of 
this new philosophic idea after having 
read quite a quantity of Marxist and 
pseudo-Christian explanations of it. 


Dialectical Materialism has been de- 
scribed as the “Marxist scientific me- 
thod of thinking.” It is a new philo- 
sophy of life, a fresh explanation of the 
origin, purpose and destiny of the uni- 
verse. 


It is not, however, merely a new 
creed or system of thought about the 
universe. Edward Conze says: 
“Not the mere understanding, but the 
increased control of the world is the 
ultimate purpose of the scientific meth- 
od.” Or again: “It is a new method 
of thinking but not a piece of decora- 
tion, but a very prosaic and practical 
tool. It has more the functions of an 
axe than of a Chinese vase.” This as- 
pect of the matter is very important, 
as we shall see later on. 


Everything Physical 

Dialectical Materialism is grounded 
firm upon a godless evolutionary view 
of the universe. John MacMurray 
writes: “The essential point in which 
Dialectical Materialism is materialistic, 
is that it defines the central problem of 
modern society as a material problem.” 
The philosophy grew out of Hegel’s 
conception of the universe as composed 
of continuous, inter-related movement 
and change, a developing, evolutionary 
universe. 


To quote Edward Conze again: “Ev- 
erything in this world is subject to 
perpetual change. Religious believers 
and idealistic philosophers, while ad- 
mitting that some things change, cling 
to certain exceptions from this law. 
They cherish the belief in an immutable 
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God and his unchanging revelation, in 
an immortal soul, in eternal moral com- 
mands, and in the alleged eternal truth 
of scientific ideas. There is nothing, 
however, in the world around to justi- 
fy this belief. Everything in the world 
once had a beginning, and there is no 
— of the universe that will not per- 
ish.” 


Shall we try to picture the universe 
as seen from the viewpoint of Dialec- 
tical Materialism? It began, and by 
the law of continual change, the inter- 
action of opposing forces produced all 
within it. The rocks, the sea, the quack 
of the duck, the twinkle of the star, 
the love of a woman, the eruption of 
a volcano, the profound thought of 
Marx, the insane destruction of a mad- 
dened elephant, the judgment of a law- 
yer, the invention of a machine — ev- 
erything, all — has its basis in the 
material. Speaking of the development 
of human life and thought, Marx 
wrote: “Political, legal, philosophical, 
religious, literary, artistic development 
is grounded on economic development.” 


All these things, moreover, are 
brought into being and go out into 
nothingness by a perpetual movement, 
an interaction of forces, a dialectical 
antithesis between the natural and 
spiritual, between concrete reality and 
abstract thought, a struggle of oppo- 
sites. 


Dialectical Materialism, therefore, 
can be said, also, to be a new interpre- 
tation of history. All ideas and move- 
ments can now be related to the eco- 
nomic conditions which gave them 
birth. A result of that study is that 
the relative value of things can be 
weighed and the next great movement 
in the evolutionary growth of the world 
foreseen. 


Down With Religion 


Accordingly, Dialectical Materialism 
is not only an interpretation of the 
past but a forecast of the future. It 
tells us what next to do, it points to the 
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next great change. To go ‘back to 
Conze, it provides “a prosaic and prac- 
tical tool”, it has “the functions of an 
axe. 


“To become a Marxist”, writes John 
MacMurray, “is to agree that the most 
essential task to-day is the destruction 
of the Capitalist system.” Not, mind 
you, to wait for the inevitable destruc- 
tion, but to destroy it. Dialectical Ma- 
terialism is essentially revolutionary 
and iconoclastic. 


It has no confidence in gradual and 
constitutional change, it is apocalyptic 
in its view of the immediate future. 
The enthusiastic aim of the true Marx- 
ist is to use the axe and ruthlessly de- 
stroy the last vestiges of the existing 
system. 


And what about religion? Accord- 
ing to this new philosophy, all reli- 
gious ideas, all ideas of God, the soul, 
the spiritual world and salvation, had 
their origin in economic conditions. 
When the conditions are gone, the 
ideas will be not only useless but re- 
actionary. The revolution can be has- 
tened by the overthrow of ideas which 
belong to a discredited Capitalism. Re- 
ligion to-day is a menace, although it 
kad its place in the evolutionary move- 
ment in the past. 


This indicates clearly the meaning 
of the virulent attacks on religion not 
only in the realm of its institutional 
existence but also in the realm of in- 
tellectual thought. Religion, together 
with Capitalism, is doomed to pass 
away. It is part and parcel of a sys- 
tem of life and thought which is out- 
worn and is just about to be destroyed 
to make way for world Communism.

Religion Without God 


Robert Entwistle has written a book 
to try to prove that Dialectical Mater- 
iclism is not the antithesis but the 
complement of Christianity. This view 
would not be possible if Mr. Entwistle’s 
“Christianity” came within reach of 
Christ and the Apostles. 


But listen to an extract from his 
Jast chapter: “We cannot avoid, even 
if we would, the revolution that is our 
social and historical destiny. To try 
to avoid it in the sphere of religion or 
of politics is to condemn oneself to in- 
tellectual and social futility and bar- 


*renness. ... 


“The world’s need to-day is not a 
dilettante affair which may be met or 
not at pleasure. It is a searching de- 
mand for fundamental change, which 
if it cannot be met in any other way, 
will kill the men and women who block 
its path, kill the relatively few in or- 
der that the hundred million may go 
free. A revolution which if compelled, 
will slay human beings, will not hesi- 
tate about setting at naught their 
ideals, more especially if those ideals 
are clearly the ideals of a decadent 
class, and deserve to perish. 


“The church that has not seen the 
moral necessity for revolution, or has 
not dared to identify itself openly with 
the revolutionary urge, may,indeed, sur- 
vive the social storm, but it will be with 


the last shred of its moral authority 
gone, the light of its leadership put 
out. It will have become, in the words 
of one of the writers in Christianity 
and the Crisis, ‘a mere hobby for the 
aged and the sick’.” 


Mr. Entwistle, therefore, captivated 
with the new “scientific method of 
thinking”, views the coming world 
revolution as absolutely inevitable and 
suggests that the only way for Chris- 
tianity to survive is to fully identify 
itself with the new Communistic doc- 


trine. I am afraid, however, very few 
Christians and still fewer Marxists can 
see the possibility of such an identifi- 
cation. 


Whoever studies the literature of 
Dialectical Materialism to-day and 
comes to the conclusion that Christian- 
ity can survive world Communism, 
either has not faced up to the impli- 
cations of the Communist doctrine or 
doesn’t know what Christianity is. To

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quote John MacMurray again: “We 
must be careful to understand what 
Marx understood it to mean, not a 
blank denial of religion, but the his- 
torical understanding of its necessity 
and function in society which leads to 
its dialectical negation when its func- 
tion is completed. . . . When humanity 
‘comes to itself? and negates its own 
self-estrangement, there can no longer 
be an raison d’etre for the existence of 
organized religious institutions. ‘When 
that which is perfect is come, then 
that which is in part shall be done 
away.’ The effort to establish the 
true human society necessarily im- 
plies the destruction of the churches.” 


Christianity or Communism! 


These quotations, from men who are 
sympathetic both to Christianity and 
Communism, prove conclusively that 
Dialectical Materialism and _institu- 
— Christianity cannot exist side by 
side. 


Only one other aspect of this sub- 
ject demands treatment now. Is Dia- 
lectical Materialism ever likely to in- 
fluence thought in England and America 
sufficiently to become a menace to re- 
ligicn? 

1 have already indicated that there 
are Christians who have accepted the 
doctrine on the basis of Mr. Entwistle’s 
book. There are many others who are 
so enraptured by the supposed econom- 
ic and political utopia which Commun- 
ism promises that they are ready to 
discount or explain away the anti-re- 
ligious element in it. There are even 
more who are Socialists in political 
opinion but have no understanding 
whatever of Dialectical Materialism 
and do not take it into account. 


On the other hand, the Labor Col- 
lege movement, in its educational work 
among workers, has been teaching Dia- 
lectical Materialism for a quarter of a 
century. It is a subject on the regular 
curriculum of Communist _ schools 
throughout the world. During the 
last few years, however, there has 
been a rapid increase of interest in the 
subject. 


Literature is pouring out of the pub- 
lishing houses and is having a wide 
circulation not only among workers 
but also among the middle and upper 
classes. Books on the subject are mul- 
tiplying in a remarkable manner. Peo- 
ple here in England, of all classes, 
whose attitude to religion has been, up 
to the moment, one of disinterested 
tolerance, are getting used to the idea 
that religion, including Christianity, 
has served its purpose, is now only a 
menace, and must be eradicated from 
the life and thought of mankind if the

world is to make further economic 
progress. 

In spite of the British Labor Party’s 
firm attitude in not agreeing to make 
a united front with the Communists, 
Communism is rapidly replacing So- 
cialism as the popular left wing poli- 
tical influence in England. What af- 
fects Great Britain affects the United 
States. 


Almost against their own views on 
politics, Englishmen are being coerced 
into thinking of Communism as the 
only effective barrier against Fascism, 
and in spite of probable exaggerations 
and misrepresentations from the Con- 
servative press and vigorous denials 
and authoritative disclaimers from the 
Liberal and Labor press, there is not 
a shadow of doubt that the most power- 
ful element in the Popular Front in 
France and Spain at the present mo- 
ment is Communistic, and because 
Communistic, anti-clerical and anti- 
Christian. 


The point to be remembered in 
this struggle is that inasmuch as 
the destruction of churches and 
overthrow of organized religious 
life is carried out by Communists, 
the basis of the attack is not a 





negative criticism of a decadent 
Christianity but a positive replace- 
— of a rival atheist philoso- 
phy. ‘ 


Corless Lamont, an American writer, 
says: “While Marxism does not con- 
stitute a religion, because there is no 
element of the supernatural about it, 
it can and does take the place in peo- 
ple’s lives that religion at its best used 
to fill. . . . It covers the whole of life 
and is probably more far-reaching in 
its implications than any religion that 
ever existed.”

The Importance of Gospel Music 


If it is true, then, that Gospel music 
carries such potential influence for 
good, how important it is, that music 
should be given its proper place in the 
Ministry. 

Too many times has a song service 
merely been used as a “time-killer” un- 
til the “crowd gets here”. Too many 
times has a song service been perform- 
ed perfunctorily, and from force of 
habit. Too many times has a singer’s 
vocal ability, or disability, been the ob- 
ject of the audience’s interest, and the 
Gospel message in the song been utter- 
ly lost.

We would severely condemn a preach- 
er who perfunctorily delivered a half- 
prepared sermon. And yet it is just 
as important that the musical’ portion 
of a service should be as whole-heart- 
edly presented as the sermon. And 
there should be as much prayer behind 
the music as the sermon. 


May we suggest a few things that 
every song leader and musical director 
should always bear in mind? 


1. In congregational singing, be sure 
to select songs that everybody can sing. 
If there are not sufficient song books 
to “go around”, sing something that 
everybody knows from memory. 


2. It’s better to sing too few songs, 
than too many. Don’t weary your au- 
dience. And don’t keep them standing 
on their feet too long at a time. Most 
= them have been working hard all 

ay. 


3. Don’t “preach” between . every 
verse of every song. An apt illustra- 
tion or a concise comment may be in 
order occasionally, but extreme dis- 
cretion should be used in this matter. 


4. Have a definite plan in each song 
service. If fast Gospel choruses are to 
be used, they should not be between 
two solemn hymns, nor should they im- 
mediately precede prayer. For example, 
it might be well to open the service 
with a few enthusiastic gospel chor- 


uses, and a few cheerful remarks to 
get the audience into a spirit of sing- 
ing; and then gradually work up to 
more serious songs and immediately 
preceding the prayer a song of devo- 
tion or worship that will prepare the 
hearts of the audience for a spirit of 
prayer. 


5. In special numbers — solos, duets, 
and quartets, etc., remember that it’s 
always better to have the number too 
short than too long. It’s better to sing 
too few verses than too many. The ef- 
fect of an entire song may often be 
spoiled by one too many verses. 


6. Endeavor to plan a musical pro- 
gram which will be in keeping with 
the theme of the preacher’s sermon for 
that service. 


7. Give your musical service a solid 
backing of prayer. The musical direc- 
tor, and every one who is to take part 
in the musical program, should spend 
as much time in praying for God’s 
blessings upon his efforts, as should 
the preacher. 


After all, every effort for Christ 
should be “drenched” in prayer. Don’t 
be surprised when Gospel music is in- 
effective, if it is performed half-heart- 
edly, and has been prayerlessly. 


There IS power in Gospel music! 
Let’s UTILIZE that power to the very 
utmost degree! 








Communism On The Witness 
Stand 


Dr. Oswald J. Smith, Toronto, Canada 





HERE are a number of ques- 

tions that I am anxious‘to ask 
the Communists. I would like to 
know what they think. Have they 
an answer? 


Certain facts are very difficult to 
understand. It may be that some con- 
scientious Communist will be able to 
explain some things that are not clear 
to many people. 


For instance, according to the new 
Constitution about which we hear so 
much today, we are told that there is 
now perfect freedom in Russia and 
that Russia is one of the most demo- 
cratic countries in the world. If that 
be so, may I ask first of all why it is 
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so difficult to get into Russia? I can 
go to Germany or Italy, France or 
Greece without any trouble. All I have 
to do is to get my passport vised and 
proceed on my journey. No questions 
are asked; no one interferes with me. 
I cross the border after .a superficial 
examination by the officials and enter 
the country. 


Not so with Russia.. The traveller 
who would journey to the land of the 
Soviets, must have his application sent 
to Moscow, and patiently wait until 
the verdict is returned, and in many 
cases he is absolutely barred. If he 
goes as a tourist with a group of others 
and is escorted by a guide, he may get 
in for a brief period, but he has to 
face difficulties in entering the country, 
the like of which are never met in any 
other nation in the world. 


Frankly, I am at a loss to under- 
stand the reason, and I ask the ques- 
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tion, WHY? 


Then, too, if he should succeed ‘in 
getting into the Country, he can only 
stay for a limited time, and when he 
gets there, he is not allowed to go 
where he wants to but he must go 
where the guide takes him. In other 
words, when I went to Germany, Italy, 
Greece, Turkey, Spain and dozens of 
other European countries, I travelled 
where I liked. I never had to ask per- 
mission of anyone. If I wanted to visit 
a certain city, I got on the train and 
went, just as we do here in America. 


I was free to go where I liked and 
stay as long as I f liked, and no ques- 
tions were asked; nor was I ever under 
suspicion. 


But in Russia it is different. The 
traveller cannot go anywhere without 
permission, and even then he must have 
a guide. He is not allowed to go by 
himself. His movements are restricted. 
He must go, for the most part, in the 
company of others, and the Govern- 
mént will see to it that he leaves the 
country in due time. Hence, I am at 
a Joss to understand how there can be 
freedom where there are so many 
restrictions. 


As a rule, when things are going 
on that people do not want the general 
public to see, they draw the blinds. Is 
it because there are things going on 
in Soviet Russia that the Government 
wants to keep from the world, that the 
blinds are drawn? If this is not the 
explanation, then what is it? I wish 
some Communist would answer, for 
there are many who want to know. 


Religious Affairs 


There is something else that bothers 
us a good deal, but perhaps the more 
enlightened Communist will be able to 
explain it. It is in regard to religion. 
It says in the new Constitution that 
(1) freedom of religious worship and 
(2) freedom of anti-religious propa- 
ganda are recognized for all citizens. 
Why not, may I ask, freedom of re- 
ligious propaganda as well as anti- 
religious? Is it fair to allow one and 
not the other? 


But further, what is meant by free- 
dom of religious worship? Does it 
merely mean that those who wish to, 
may gather together in the few re- 
maining churches of Russia and wor- 
ship God after the dictates of their 
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own hearts, or does it mean what free- 
dom means in America? 


Have ministers, evangelists and pas- 
tors in Russia, the right to engage 
halls, rent auditoriums, advertise serv- 
ices and preach the Gospel, or would 
such activities be forbidden? If so, 
then the freedom of religious worship 
spoken of in the Constitution, does not 
mean at all what religious freedom 
means in America and other democratic 
countries. I would be glad to have some 
Communist explain the situation and 
tell us just what is meant by the term 
“freedom of religion” in the Soviet 
Constitution. 


Article 125 declares that the Soviet 
Constitution now guarantees freedom 
of speech. But does it? For instance, 
can a citizen ef Soviet Russia, rent a 
hall and speak on any subject he 
chooses, or would he be compelled to 
submit his address to the authorities? 
As a matter of fact, would he be al- 
lowed to even suggest such a meeting? 
Are the pastors of Russia allowed free- 
dom of speech? Can they discuss 
Christian topics in rented halls and 
auditoriums, or out in the open-air on 
the streets, the same as we can in our 
democratic countries ? 


In the same Article, freedom of the 
press is guaranteed, but let me ask an 
honest conscientious Communist, if 
there is one, what the Government 
really means by freedom of the press. 
Do they mean what we do here in 
America? Can an editor publish any 
news he wants to publish? Is he al- 
lowed to write editorials condemning 
the actions of government officials, just 
as editors in America do? Is he allowed 
to object to what is done, in his paper? 
Or must he submit everything to a 
strict censorship? Won’t some Com- 
munist please answer? Americans 
would like to know whether or not the 
freedom of the press guaranteed to the 
Russian people, is all that it means in 
democratic countries. 


The same Article speaks of freedom 
of assembly and of holding mass meet- 
ings. Knowing what some of us do, I 
must say that it sounds ridiculous. 
Can you conceive, my Communist 
friends, of political leaders representing 
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the opposition, holding mass meetings 
in Russia and proclaiming their be- 
liefs? Can you conceive of ministers of 
the Gospel announcing such mass meet- 
ings? Is there then such a thing as 
freedom of assembly and the holding 
of mass meetings in Russia? Com- 
munists who live in (America and other 
democratic countries know perfectly 
well that it is not necessary to secure 
permission from the Government to 
hold meetings, even when the Govern- 
ment is to be criticized. But is it so 
in Russia? OR, TO BE HONEST, IS 
THERE ANY SUCH THING AS 
FREEDOM AT ALL? 


Let Communists Answer 


Need I say anything about freedom 
of street processions and demonstra- 
tions, which is also supposed to be 
guaranteed by the new Constitution? 
Everyone knows perfectly well that if 
even an attempt wére made, unless 
authorized by the Government, there 
would be bloodshed immediately. Hence, 
freedom enjoyed by the Americans and 
the freedom of the new Constitution 
of Russia, is as far apart as the two 
poles.

No, my friends, so far as I know 
there is no freedom at all in Russia. 
The new Constitution is merely a scrap 
of paper. For instance, the church is 
not allowed to found a seminary and 
train ministers, it is not allowed to 
publish hymn books, Bibles or New 
Testaments, its workers cannot travel 
over the length and breadth of Russia 
preaching the Gospel. Street meetings 
cannot be held, or open-air services of 
any kind conducted. Schools for the 
training of the young are forbidden, 
Sunday Schools are taboo, no religious 
instruction may be given to children, 
and not a single newspaper in Russia 
would accept a church advertisement. 


However, in case I am wrong, I am 
writing this open letter to the Com- 
munists of America, and I am giving 
them a chance to answer. I certainly 
trust that some of them will take the 
trouble to reply. Dr. Winrod, I am 
sure, will be glad to publish whatever 
they may have to say, providing it is 
an honest answer to my questions. It is 
too bad that they are accepting and 
giving out false propaganda regarding 
Russia when the truth might be known. 


A new booklet has just been pub- 
lished entitled “How They Live In 
Russia.” It is a diary of G. Rex Holland 
of British Columbia. Mr. Holland spent 
two years in Russia working for the 
Government. He states in frank, plain 
language what he saw and heard. Why 
not get this book and learn the truth? 


The Russian people have many 
friends and sympathizers in other na- 
tions. At present over 150 millions are 
forced to submit to Communism. That 
they do not want it, we know, and the 
day will certainly come when they will 
rise up and throw it off, but meanwhile 
they must remain in bondage. Some 
day all the facts will be known! 


God grant that Russia may again 
become the country it once was. How 
wonderful it would be if some of the 
new laws of the Soviet Constitution 
could really be put into practice, but 
unfortunately there is small hope of 
that.

The most ancient manuscripts avail- 
able to the translators of the American 
Standard Version offer no encourage- 
ment to such a contention, since that 
body of distinguished scholars render- 
ed the disputed passage as follows: 
“And Jacob begat Joseph the husband 
of Mary, of whom was born Jesus, who 
is called Christ”. 


This is by no means the only example 
of the departure of Modernists from 
the principles of scholarship in their 
attempt to get rid of the Virgin Birth, 
their whole criticism being entirely 
lacking in the thing known as literary 
sensitiveness. 


One wonders why both Matthew and 
Luke should deliberately lay themselves 
open to censure if they knew their 
statements to be without factual sup- 
port. Surely, they were astute enough 
to know that the story of the Virgin 
Birth is one no one would believe un- 
less it were true. Their difficulties, as 
biographers, were not calculated to be 
minimized but rather increased by its 
telling. Their problem was not to in- 
vent the story but to stand responsible 
for the consequences of its publication. 
The easy way out would have been to 
gloss over the matter of origins or to 
have remained silent. 


If the story of the Virgin Birth were 
an invention, then its very appearance 
in the Gospel record is contrary to

If the Modernists expect serious con- 
sideration to be given their contention 
that fiction was resorted to in order 
to conceal what they prefer to think 
of as the shame of Mary, one cannot 
but wonder why the Gospel writers did 
not resort to the simple and easily ac- 
cepted expedient of moving up the date 
of Mary’s marriage to Joseph a suf- 
ficient time to cover the situation. 
Their failure to do this is a powerful 
argument for the facts as they have 
stated them. 


Issues At Stake 


The Modernists are well aware that 
much more is at stake here than the 
supposed intellectual difficulties involv- 
ed in our Lord’s surrender of His hea- 
venly character and state, and His as- 
sumption of human form. They know 
full well that once they admit the Vir- 
gin Birth that a number of other mat- 
ters of controversy, among them the 
inspiration of the Bible, will go by de- 
mo to the defenders of Christian 

aith. 


A God who could send forth His 
Son in such a way that His entrance 
into the world clothed Him with human 
flesh from the womb of a Virgin, 
could also inspire men in such a way 
as to produce a Bible free from his- 
torical and theological errors. 


They know, too, that the Virgin 
Birth points directly to the cross and 
the empty tomb, and that once the 
deity of Jesus is admitted in His birth 
that Calvary is no longer “the world’s 
surpassing tragedy”, as it has been 
called, but an essential element of the 
divinely thought out and executed plan 
for the redemption of believers through 
the shedding of Christ’s blood. 


But the Virgin Birth is more than 
a field of battle; it is a rallying point 
for all the friends of Christ. TO ITS 
DEFENSE COME BOTH DEVOUT 
CATHOLICS AND BIBLE BELIEV- 
ING PROTESTANTS, TO STAND 
SHOULDER TO SHOULDER A- 
GAINST THE COMMON ENEMY OF 
UNBELIEF. 


True it is that Catholicism teaches 
many things about the birth of Jesus 
which Protestants find it impossible to 
accept. But even so, it is the Virgin 
Birth which stands at the center. Ca- 
tholics entertain no doubts on the sub- 
ject. To them Jesus was the Holy 
Child of the Virgin Mary. 


It is gradually dawning upon Bible 
believing Protestants that the Roman 
Catholics, with their undeviating faith 
in the Deity of Jesus, are much more 
nearly their brethren than the Modern- 
ists, who, though they may wear the 
same denominational names, deny the 
fundamentals of “the faith once for 
all delivered unto the saints”. 


The close affinity of the Modernists 
and outright atheists should prove a 
powerful factor in moving hearts of 
Protestants and Catholics to united ac- 
tion. That Communism — which is 
nothing more than religious Modern- 
ism and Atheism at work in the poli- 
tical and economic arena — makes no 
distinction between Catholics and Pro- 
testants, but accounts them all worthy 


of death, as has been amply demon- 
strated in both Russia and Spain, 
should cause all true believers to em- 
phasize the theological and doctrinal 
points upon which they are in agree- 
ment. 


An Atheist “Joke” 

Some time ago the American As- 
sociation for the Advancement of Athe- 
ism was responsible for the publication 
of a lewd and blasphemous story en- 
titled a “Holy Ghost Joke”. 


The “joke” was as follows: 


“A very pious young lady had died 
and had gained admittance into hea- 
ven. Saint Peter took her around and 
presented her to God, Christ and var- 
ious other notables. Being left alone, 
she strolled around and admired the 
scenery, but noticed she was being fol- 
lowed by a very small, mean looking 
fellow, who kept bowing to her and 
was evidently trying to ‘pick her up’. 
Much alarmed, she ran back to St. 
Peter, told him what had happened, 
and asked him who this fellow could 
be. Looking up and seeing who it was, 
Peter replied: ‘Oh, that’s the Holy 
Ghost, but we don’t introduce him to 
ladies since he had that little affair 
with the Virgin Mary’.” 


This isn’t a pretty story, but it dem- 
onstrates better than a thousand ar- 
guments the statement that Modernism 
and Atheism are brothers under the 
skin. Dress this story up in the high- 
sounding sanctimonious phrases of 
Modernist preaching and it would ap- 
proximate the substance of many a 
“Christmas sermon”. 


It is little wonder that Charles Smith, 
President of the American Association 
for the Advancement of Atheism, says: 
“We must recognize that for many 
Modernism is but a stopover on the 
road to atheism”. Nor is it to be won- 
dered at that Mr. Smith went on to say, 
“For the present we should train our 
guns principally on such religious 
standpatters as the Roman Catholic 
Church and the Protestant hotbeds of 
Fundamentalism”.

December 12 


Christian Fellowship 
1 John 1:1-7; Rev. 21:1-7 
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ERSE 1 takes us back to the eternal 
Son of God, yonder in a dateless 
“beginning”’. 


He is “the Word of Life” and “in 
Him was life”, and that Life, impart- 
ed and given its highest expression, 
became “the light of men” (John 1:4). 


Man is the intended culmination and 
climax of creation. That “Life”, in 
His likeness, places us at the top, with 
a “light” that differentiates us from 
all other created existence. Life made 
man to share the nature of God; Light 
enabled him to share His knowledge 
and wisdom. Thus lightened, man’s 
eyes saw and ever see, what the ani- 
mal’s eyes have never seen nor ever 
will see. Man is akin to God. 


Verses 5-6 introduce the element of 
“darkness” — a moral state that can 
not “comprehend” the light. Here, 
then, is the great moral and spiritual 
struggle between good and evil, God 
and the Devil, life and death, light and 
darkness, which began in the beginning 
when “darkness was upon the face of 
the deep” and “God said, Let there be 
Bent and there was light” (Gen. 1:1- 


As God spake in the beginning, dis- 
pelling darkness with light; so God 
sent His appointed “Word” — the liv- 
ing Word, His very Self, incarnate, 
among us as “bone of our bone and 
flesh of our flesh”, to penetrate our 
spiritual darkness and bring back to 
us the light with which He had ori- 
ginally blessed us. 


The dictionary defines light as (a) 
“The essential condition of vision; the 
opposite of darkness.” (It is, then, the 
revealer of that which we otherwise 
could not see; it is the enemy of dark- 
ness, which obscures and_ conceals). 
(b) “An emanation from a light-giving 
body.” (Light, then, requires a 
source.) (c) “The sensation aroused 
by the stimulation of the visual cen- 
ters.” (Light seeks to secure a re- 
sponse, its own purposed effect, in us). 
So we see that light is essential to 
spiritual life, that it must have its

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Darkness was to be rolled away. 
Pardon and peace were to be offered 
to mankind. Life for death. Love for 
hate. Liberty was to be laid at the 
feet of every captive. “Ho, everyone 
that thirsteth, come!” 


The announcement was made when 
the earth was wrapped in slumber. Os- 
tentation was absent. Worldly pomp 
did not accompany the advent of the 
Saviour. God’s ways are not man’s 
ways. But wait until Christ comes the 
second time! 


“Shepherds” (Verse 8). These were 
the sacred shepherds who tended the 
flocks of sheep, destined for the sac- 
rifices of the Temple in Jerusalem, not 
far away. They are now called to wit- 
ness the arrival of the Lamb of God. 


“Saying” (138). Note, we are not 
told they sang (as is commonly sup- 
posed). It is probable none can sing 
except the redeemed. 


“A Saviour” (11). The world did 
not need another king of the human 
kind. It was sick of kings. Another 
philosopher would have added to the 
folly of worldly wisdom and to the 
misery of mankind. Neither did the 
world need another great statesman, a 
reformer, or teacher, to soothe; but it 
did need a Saviour to save. The world 
was dead in sin. Jesus is the personal 
Saviour Who saves from the guilt, 
power, pollution and presence of sin. 
Has He saved you? 


“They came with haste” (16). Show- 
ing their zeal and ardor, as well as 
faith, We can never find the Sav- 
iour too soon. 


“They made known abroad” (17). 
They told those in the Inn, and all 
they met, of the wonderful things they 
had seen and heard in the fields. The 
news was too good to keep; it belonged 
to the world. Whosoever has truly 
found the Saviour burns to “proclaim 
to all around what a Saviour they have 
ggasi (See Acts 4:20; 1 John 1:1 
3). 

“They that heard it wondered” (18) 
They were astonished, and then many, 
doubtless, forgot all about it. They 
treated the good news as many now 
treat the gospel: they are interested

Phil. 1:12-26 





6OVIELD yourselves unto God.” 

(Rom. 6:18). It is not enough to 
give our time, energy, or money. Many 
will gladly give anything, rather than 
themselves. Our Lord Jesus gave His 
very Self for us. 

(2) Consecration is the stepping- 
‘ stone to Blessedness. There must be 
full surrender before there can be full 
Blessedness. God admits you by the 
one into the other. 

(8) The ground of consecration is 
in the great Scripture statement that 
we are Christ’s. We are His by Pur- 
chase. “Ye are not your own, for ye 
are bought with a price.” 


(4) The act of consecration is to rec- 
ognize Christ’s ownership; and to ac- 
cept it; and to say to Him, with the 
whole heart, “Lord, I am Thine by 
right, and I wish to be Thine by 
choice.” 

(5) Consecration is not the act of our 
feelings, but of our will. Do not try 
to feel anything. Just say “Lord Je- 
sus, I am willing to be Thine”; or, 
if you can not say as much as that, 
say, “Lord Jesus, I am willing to be 
made willing to be Thine for evermore.” 


(6) If you cannot give all, ask God 
to TAKE all, and especially that which 
seems so hard to give. Just hand the 
will over to Christ, telling Him that 
we are willing to be made willing to 
have His will in all things. 


(7) When we are willing that the 
Lord Jesus should take all, we must 
believe that He does take all. Some- 
times there is a rush of holy feeling. 
It is very delightful when such emo- 
tions are given to us; but we must not 
look for them, or depend on them. We 
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may even have to exercise faith against 
feeling, as we say, many times each 
day, “I am His.”

_Each time it fell upon the ears of 
disciples who were. occupied with 
thoughts of their own glory. “Be it 
far from Thee, Lord,” was Peter’s re- 
sponse to the first prediction. Then 
came the Lord’s ‘rebuke and the mes- 
sage on denying self and taking up 
the cross (Mt. 16:21-27). 


The second was followed by the dis- 
pute as to whom should be greatest, 
drawing forth the lesson of the child 
in the midst (Mt. 17:22,23; 18:1-6). 
The request of James and John for the 
highest thrones followed the third pre- 
diction, then the teaching tenderly re- 
peated concerning the meaning of true 
greatness. 

Satan sought to grasp the highest 
place and won the lowest place; the 
Son of God left the highest place to 
take the lowest, and won the highest 
place as man as well as God (Isa. 14: 
12-15; Phil. 2:5-11). 


“Whosoever will be chief.” And who 
would not be chief? A man without 
ambition is a mere manikin. It is right 
to aim to be great — in the kingdom 
of heaven way. But how can it be 


done? How can one forge to the front? 


“By riding roughshod over all com- 
petitors,” says the world. And after 
these have passed by, you will see in 
the pathway, as far as eye can see, 
naked bodies of the slain in attitudes 
of anguish, headless and dismembered, 
great wreckage of property.

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66 A ND WHEN He was entered into 
Xa ship, His disciples followed Him, 
and, behold, there arose a great temp- 
est in the sea, insomuch that the ship 
was covered with the waves: but he 
was asleep.

Persons unacquainted with the dut- 
ies of public life, can not appreciate 
the drain upon one’s physical and men- 
tal energies resulting from demands 
made by contact with the throngs of 
people. 

Well, this was the daily experience 
of Jesus, and on one occasion, after a 
day of arduous work, He entered a 
ship, followed by His disciples, and 
soon fell fast asleep. While He was 
resting, the vessel likely the property 
of James and John, pulled away peace- 
fully over the calm waves. [Lace 

This Sea is periodically visited by 
winds that often change the peaceful 
voyages into danger and distress. ‘Phis 
was the case in the circumstances re- 
corded_by~ Matthew. 


By the time the disciples realized 
what was happening, they were already 
in the grip of a furious gale. The 
angry waves, high as mountains, 
threatened to engulf the little ship and 
destroy those on board. 


Perhaps some of my radio listeners 
were passengers on a boat which was 
recently lashed by a terrible tempest, 
on its way from the continental Uni- 
ted Statés\to Puerto Rico. If so, you 
know Arom\ experience, something of 
the Anguish\that the disciples exper- 
ienéed during\the stormy night refer- 
réd to in my text. 

The fear of losing one’s life in the 
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depths of the seaA—-who-can describe ! 


the feeling? Some of the survivors of 
the Titanic have told of the terrible 
agony they suffered that chilly night, 
while waiting for the moment when the 
heartless waters might draw them to 
a merciless grave!-* 


A shipwrecked young man of the 
Carolina Steamer gave us a vivid pic- 
ture of his painful experience in a life- 
boat, dashed by angry waves while he 
and other persons were rowing towards 


New York. They thought that death, 


was nearer than life, for several hours. 


We can understand something of the 
fear with which the disciples were 
siezed. 

“We perish”, they cried. Alarming 
words — we perish! It is not necessary 
to call the names of two aviators who 
recently fell to their death in the troub- 
led waters of the ocean. The whole 
world was greatly concerned about 
them for many days. While yet in the 
air, they sent this message: “We are 
out of gas”. The next word from them 
said: “Still in the air, but we must 
alight on the sea.” Then, the world 
heard of their tragic end as they sent 
forth the words: “We are on the wa- 
ter’... 

Ships sailed at full speed, and swift 
planes searched for signs of hope. Ef- 
forts toward rescue were heroic, but in 
vain. 


In their need of rescue, the disciples 
who passed through the tempest of Ti- 
berias, typify tke sinners ef today. 


Like them, all men are sailing, tra- 
velling upon the angry billows of the 
stormy sea of life. The masters of 
simile are never so happy in their an- 
alogies as when they compare man’s 
pilgrimage upon this earth with the 
changing waves of the ocean. The 
roaring of the sea never ceases, and in 
like manner human experience cannot 
remain in the same state for any per- 
iod of time. 

The hour comes in every life 
when a_ perishing consciousness 
sweeps over the soul, due to some: 
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‘tragic experience. And that is 
the time to seek the Lord Jesus 
Christ Who is always able to still 
the storm! . 


An Example to Sinners 


In their attitude toward the Saviour, 
when the disciples realized the serious- 
ness of their plight, they set a great 
example of all sinners. What they 
did, is the natural thing for all per- 
sons to do, whether in physical or spir- 
itual jeopardy. They came to Jesus 
and awoke Him, crying: “Lord, save 
us, we perish”. 


Modern psychology says that every 
man has within himself latent, allspow- 
erful forces, which can be put into ac- 
tion by means of mental exercises sug- 
gested by attractive courses of train- 
ing. Teachers of this branch of psy- 
chological thought assure their adher- 
ents that they can become “as God’. 
This is the oft repeated lie of Eden. 
It attempts to build up an existence 
independent of God. 


We mention these schools of thought 
incidentally just to say that, on the 
contrary, the story of mankind proves 
that humans are created to depend up- 
on, and to come of necessity, to a high- 
er Power for help. No man has ever 
transcended his soul-affliction without 
the help of an outside Agency. 


From the time the child cries at the 
moment of birth, he begins to need the 
care of other persons and even after 
he is dead, loving hands must carry 
him to his final resting place. From 
cradle to sepulchre, humans need the 
aid of others. No man can depend sole- 
ly upon himself. He must have help! 
This is true in both physical and spir- 
itual matters. 


For this reason we call man a social 
being, because his life, happy or un- 
fortunate, depends greatly upon the 
right or wrong relations he sustains 
with other beings, and the _ things 
around him. 


In this life of fellowship it is very 
important for a man to know the right 
person to whom he can go for help. 
The disciples knocked at the right door 
when they came to Jesus to escape be- 
ing swallowed by the furious waters. 
Only the blessed Lord had power to 
rebuke the winds and calm the waves. 


That particular day had been one of 
glorious miracles. In the morning Je- 
sus had touched a leper with His heal- 
ing hand, and the unclean flesh of the

outcast became beautiful by the mani- 
festation of new life. Later, a cen- 
turion prayed the Lord to heal his ser- 
vant, and the petition was granted ac- 
cording to his faith. When Christ 
reached Peter’s house, this Apostle’s 
mother-in-law was lying sick with fev- 
er, and the Master healed her too. And 
“when the even was come, they brought 
unto him many that were possessed 
with demons; and he cast out the spir- 
its with His word and healed all that 
were sick.” 


The Apostles saw that Jesus had 
power over the physical world, for He 
healed miraculously; and also over 
supernatural agencies because He cast 
out evil spirits. They instinctively 
knew that He had power over the ele- 
ments, and hurried to Him with their 
urgent prayer. 


When He awoke, a picture confront- 
ed Him which He alone could fully ap- 
preciate. Frightened eyes, terrified 
faces, soaked clothing, trembling bod- 
ies, troubled souls! A scene of little 
faith, much fear, and almost no hope! 
This was the distressing circumstance 
which confronted the Lord of Glory. 
Such was the condition of His com- 
panions that stormy night. 


Whoever observes world affairs care- 
fully today, will see a repetition of the 
despairing picture offered by the dis- 
ciples on that occasion. 


If a painter desires to immortalize 
trouble on canvas, all he will need to do, 
is paint the panorama presented by this 
generation in its struggle with com- 
mercial, social and political problems. 
All strength has been spent in an effort 
to bring order and millennial blessings 
to this earth. But now men know that 
their genius can not produce peace and 
safety. This is the hour of chaos, and 
looking into the near future, we can 
see the approaching of a _ universal 
disaster. 


But praise God! When all human 
hope is lost, there remains a divine 
—Hope, a salvation Anchor —- Jesus 
Christ. + 


An Inspiration to Sinners ; 


What Jesus did that night in answer 
to the earnest prayer of His friends, is 
an inspiration to all persons who pray. 
When He awoke on account of their 
cries, He rebuked their fears and in- 
quired for the reason of their doubts. 


He looked first after the condition of 
their souls. That is exactly what the 
Master is doing today with people who 
come to Him. Men are begging for 

hysical health, for material prosper- 
ity, for changes in their financial con- 
dition, for the ceasing of the tempest, 
and no doubt, Jesus is interested in

dition first. 


His first question is: “How is your 
soul?” Was not the angry sea, the 
roaring winds, the image of the un-

Yes, He was interested in their phy- 
sical welfare. But He knew that in- 
ternal peace needed to be restored first, 
and afterwards the Master’s voice 
would silence the wrath of the sea and 
calm the fury of the tempest. Such 
was the order of events, that night. 


First the soul!. Then the flesh! 


The evangelist writes: “Then, He 
arose, and rebuked the winds and the 
sea; and there was a great calm. But 
the men marvelled”. » 


When the Lord spoke, there was fair 
weather. That is, the sea was hush- 
ed and the winds were silenced. And 
the same thing happened in the troub- 
led hearts of the sailors. Fear was 
hushed, and doubt was silenced. For 
that reason there was fair weather in 


their spirits, and sunshine in their 
hearts. 


One of the Scriptural names for 
Christ is “Prince of Peace”, because 
one important feature of His mission 
is Ne bring peace in every sense of this 
word. 


Terribly afflicted by the depressive 
atmosphere that envelopes men, they 
lose faith in justice and doubt the fi- 
nal triumph of spiritual values over 
the world. It is then that a man must 
go to Jesus in quest for rescue and 
peace of mind. 


Sailing over\\the raging billows of 
life’s troubled sea, the purest con- 
science suffers adulteration, and feels 
it is perishing. It is then that we 
need to look to Jesus and trust Him 
with our case, surrendering our all at
